SAME OLD 


Alger Says There is 
No Money. 


Full Text of His Letter to 
Morris M. Estee, 


Claims He Has No Authority 
from Congress. 


Secretary Declares He Has Been as 
Much Disturbed About San Pedro 
as the People of California. 
Feeble Interpretation of Law. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


SAN FRANCISCO. Nov. 24.—The 
Hon. Morris M. Estee of this city today 
received a letter and certain important 
documents from Secretary of War Rus- 
sell A. Alger relative to the harbor at 
San Pedro. | | 

The letter, given in full below, ex- 
plains itself. Some explanatory words, 
however, are necessary concerning the 
inclosures referred to as marked 1 
and 2, etc. The principal of these is 
an opinion handed down by G. Nor- 
man Lieber, Judge-Advocate-General 
for the War Department, and explains 
the cause of the delay in proceeding 
with the work on the harbor. 

This is due to an oversight of Con- 
gress, so the Judge-Advocate says, in 
of 
money sufficient to meet the prelimi- 
nary expenses, such as advertising, 
etc., etc. The question is, “Shall the 
sum of $2,900,000, the total appropria- 
tion, be expended in the building of a 
harbor of refuge or a breakwater, leav- 
ing the harbor for commerce for some 
future appropriation?” Congress has 
not made itself clear upon the point, 
and the Secretary of War will endeavor 
to determine the point by asking the 
opinion of the Attorney-General. 

“Under the statutes,’ continues the 
opinion of the Judge-Advocate, ‘“‘no 
official: of the United States can do 
og unless expressly directed so 
ra) 

Unfortunately, the Secretary of War 
cannot go on with the harbor work, be- 
cause the act of Congress does not re- 
quire him to do so, and, worse still, 
there has been no money appropriated 
for the “preliminary expenses. The 
Judge-Advocate concludes by express- 
ing the hope that the matter may be 
remedied at the next session. 

The other inclosures referred to in 
the letter subjoined are extracts from 
the act empowering the building of the 
harbor, in order to make clear the rea- 
soning of,the Judge-Advocate. The let- 


ter follows: 
“WAR DEPARTMENT, 
“Washington, Nov. 17, 1897. 

“My Dear Gen. Estee: Your valued 
favor of the llth inst. relating to San 
Pedro Harbor is before me. Of course, 
as you should know, I thank you very 
much for your kindly expressions per- 
sonal to myself, all of which are thor- 
oughly reciprocated. 

“Concerning the San Pedro matter, I 
have been as much disturbed about it 
as the people of California, who seem 
to think there is some unseen force 
that is stopping the work which they 
had expected would be commenced at 
once. That no personal influence has 
had to do with this matter, further than 
to call my attention to both sides of 
the case, I trust you will believe is true. 
I think, however, that I can best an- 
swer your questions by sending an offi- 
cial document dated ‘War Department, 
Washington, May 18, 1897,’ (marked No. 
1,) which will explain itself. Congress 
taking no action in the matter, and be- 
ing urged to commence work, I ad- 
dressed a second communication to the 
President, a typewritten copy of which I 
inclose (marked No. 2) in accordance 
with No. 1. Congress having again 
failed to make reply, I asked the At- 
torney-General as to whether I was 
authorized to advertise the whole work. 
He answered that I was not, but that 
I was authorized to advertise for a 
breakwater. This was received while 
I was on my summer vacation. 

“As soon as I returned the Chief of 
Engineers was directed to prepare spec- 
ifications for advertising the break- 
water. The data for specifications was 
forwarded to Maj. Davis, in charge of 
that district in California, and, 
strangely enough, has been returned to 
my desk today, and I am going over 
it. I also inclose you a copy of the 
River and Harbor Act authorizing the 
at sg which covered the case of

“Under this law I would not take the 
responsibility, against my own judg- 
ment, of advertising a part of the 
work when I was sure—and had re- 
ceived the same assurance from mem- 
bers of Congress who had voted for the 
bill—that it was the intent that the 
harbor of commerce ‘and of refuge’ 
should be completed within that ap- 
propriation. However, the opinion of 
the Attorney-General relieves me of 
that responsibility. 

“By examining this act, however, 
you will see that there is not one dol- 
lar appropriated for the work, nor can 
there be until the present Congress 
shall act in the matter. (See also copy 
of opinion of Judge-Advocate-General, 
inclosed.) The law simply authorizes 
the making of the contract, but makes 
no specific annual appropriation for it. 

“By section 5, page 37, of the same 
act, you will see that the Secretary 
of War cannot expend to exceed $400. - 
000 in any one year upon any one work.

Archbishop 
Keane said: ‘Personally, I am no au- 
thority, but whatever the Vatican un- 
der-librarian, Father Ehrlie, and Abbie

THE PLOT THICKENS. 


VEILED LADY‘NOW MIXED UP IN 
THE DREYFUS AFFAIR. 


She Sent Typewritten Love Letters 
to Col. Picquard and When He 
Did not Respond She Set the 
Authorities Upon His Quarters. 
He is Ordered Home. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 

NEW YORK, Nov. 24.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The Sun’s Paris special 
says: 
“The forcible entrance of the house 
of Col. Picquard, formerly of the War 
Department, and the seizure of papers 
found there, is the latest incident of 
the Dreyfus affair. The circumstances 
are almost as mysterious as those at- 
tending the arrest of Dreyfus three 
years ago. Early this morning a car- 
riage drove up at the door of a snug. 


tenement in the west end of the city 


and an officer wearing the rosette of 
the Legion of Honor alighted. He was 
accompanied by three subordinates. 
The officer demanded of the door- 
keeper the names of persons residing 
in the house, and then aroused all of 
them and searched their rooms. He 
burst into Col. Picquard’s rooms, which 
were locked and unoccupied. Every- 
thing in the place Was overturned and 
a quantity of papers seized. 

“On the arrival of the landlord’s 
agent, whom the concierge had sum- 
moned, the officer showed an -anony- 
mous letter addressed to. th°¢“tinister 
of War, directing a search of Col. 
Picquard’s rooms, and saying: ‘You 
will learn a lot there about the Drey- 
fus case.’ The police at the prefecture 
declare that they were ignorant of the 
search and that the War Office is en- 
tirely responsible for it. 

*In the same house resides, or lately 
resided, a lady who, from all accounts, 
appears to be Count Esterhazy’s veiled 
champion. Her name is Mme. de Beau- 
mont. It is said she was deeply enam- 
ored of Col. Picquard, and wrote him 
typewritten love-letters appointing 
weird places of interviews. Col. Pic- 
quard did not return the affection, and 
it is said when she learned this she 
sent information against him to the 
War Office, It is curious that the Wat 
Office should have taken such immedi- 
ate action on the strength of the in- 
formation. 

“The mystery is far from becoming 
clearer, On the contrary, if is daily 
becoming more tangled. Count Ester- 
hazy, who has himself been accused 
of being guilty of the crime for which 
Dreyfus is now undergoing life im- 
prisonment, said some days ago that 
he had received a letter from a veiled 
lady which showed the guilt of Drey- 
fus. He further said that if the con- 
tents of that letter were divulged, a 
diplomatic storm would be raised, and 
he accused Col. Picquard, who was 
then in Tunis, of promoting the con- 
spiracy against him. Col. Picquard was 
at once summoned from Tunis, and he 
will probably arrive here tomorrow. 

“It is announced that Mathieu Drey- 
fus, brother of the ex-captain, Count 
Esterhazy and Col. Picquard will be 
confronte1 ms: soon as the latter ar- 
rives in Paris.” 


CONFESSION REJECTED. 


Judge Bell Sentences Two Men to 
Death for Murder, 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 


HOLLIDAYSBURG (Pa.,) Nov. 
and 


—Frank Wilson of Massillon, O., 
James Farrell of Allequippa, Al- 
legheny county, were today sentenced 
in the Blair-county court to be hanged. 
A motion for a new trial was overruled 
by Judge Bell. The prisoners had heen 
convicted of the murder of Henry Bon- 
norck, an aged miser of Altoona, on 
April 7, 1895. The crime was commit- 
ted in the miser’s house at midnight, 
while they were sceking his wealth. 
The evidence against them was of a 
circumstantial character. Detectives 
testified that Wilson and Farrel] had 
confessed their crime to them in Tay- 
lor’s Hotel, New York. 

The case was made remarkable 
after the trial and conviction of Wil- 
son and Farrell by information that 
Henry Hildebrand, a convict in the 
penitentiary at Baltimore, had con- 
fessed that he; and not the defendants, 
had murdered Bonnorck. Hildebrand 
took his life in the prison after mak- 
ing this confession. 

In denying the motion fora new 
trial, Judge Bell likened it to the case 
of Durrant, the San Francisco mur- 
derer, as an illustration of the pro- 
pensity of crooks to assume to them- 
selves the commission of notorious 
crimes. William Doran, who was with 
Wilson and Farrell in the murder, fled 
from the country and has not yet been 
captured.

Capt, O'Brien. 


Defense Will Use Her Words 
Against Her, 


Writ. Sworn Out to Get Her 
into Court. 


Lawyer Howe Says He Will Show 
That She Killed Guldensuppe. 
One of the Dend Man’s Thigh- 
bones Produced in Court,

NEW YORK, Nov. 24.—The trial of 
Martin Thorn for the murder of Wil- 
liam Guldensuppe was continued in the 
Queens county court today. The gal- 
leries on each side of the courtroom 
were mostly occupied by women, for 
whom the trial possesses an extraor- 
dinary attraction. 

A fortnight ago Mrs. Nack created a 
sensation by going on the stand and 
accusing Thorn of having killed her 
former lover, Guldensuppe- Since that 


and, as Attorney Howe said in court 
today, the defendant’s lawyers will now 
endeavor to prove, through Thorn as 
the principal witness, that Mrs. Nack 
herself committed the crime. The early 
part of today’s proceedings was en- 
tirely taken up with evidence to prove 
the corpus delicti. Coroner . Tuthill, 
during his examination, stated that the 
cause of death was a stab wound be- 
tween the fifth and sixth ribs which 
penetrated the heart. Later in the day 
the prosecuting attorneys, through a 
fellow-barber of Thorn, connected him 
with the possession of a stiletto, the 
blade of which was over six inches in 
length. 

Some of the witnesses examined today 
reside in Woodside, and they told of the 
visits of a gayly-dressed woman who 
appeared in the vicinity of the cottage 
with a man in light-colored clothes on 
the day of the alleged murder, June 
25. They had also seen a man wearing 
dark-blue clothes about the house, and 
on the day in question he was seen by 
one witness to go in and out of the 
house frequently. Three of them iden- 
tified Thorn as the man in dark clothes, 
and two of them identified photographs 
of Guldensuppe as being representa- 
tions of the man who had worn the 
light suit. None of them, however, 
had seen any traces of the latter after 
he had entered the cottage on that Fri- 

awyer Howe requested the cou

WKINLEY IN GOLD. 


MOVEMENT FOR LIFE-SIZED 
STATUE OF HIM. 


fr. D. Higby of Chicago on His Wry 
to Secure the President’s Con- 
sent—The Figure to Be Exhib- 
ited at the Paris Exposition—A 
Precious Lump of Metal. 


[bY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

NEW YORK, Nov. 24.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.} Ada Rehan in silver is to 
be outdone by William McKinley in 
gold. The added fame which the actress 
acquired by posing for the Montana 
statue of silver exhibited at the World’s 
Fair in 1893 is to be approached, if not 
eclipsed, by the President @f the United 
States, who will furnish the figure for 
the life-sized statue of solid gold. This 
will be the most costly lump of precious 
metal the people of the modern world 
have ever seen, says F. D. Higby of 
Chicago, who has been retained by 
western millionaires... Such statue is 
for exhibition at the Paris exposition in 
1900. : 

Mr. Higby was in the city today on 
his way to Washington to get the con- 
sent of President. McKinley to pose 
for the figure. As Mr. Higby took a 
prominent part in the headquarters’ 
management of the late National Re- 
publican campaign, and has asked for 
no office, he is confident of success. 

“You know,” said he at the hotel, 
“that I designed and built the Mon- 
tana statue at the World’s Fair for 
which Ada Rehan posed. This statue, 
with the base, will be about seven feet 
in height and will contain bullion to 
the value of $1,060,000. 

“While it was designed primarily to 
first exhibit the statue at Paris in 1900, 
the directors of the American Exposi- 
tion to be held on Cayuga Island in 
the Niagara River in 1899, are anxious 
to have it completed in time to exhibit 
there first. It is likely that this ar- 
rangement will be made. 

“I cannot divulge as yet who the 
capitalists are who are back of the 
project, but there are half a dozen of 
them, and everything is ready to begin 


-work on the statue, as the design is 


completed.”

Dr. Wolff Attacked by a Party of 
Young Czechs—Says He

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

VIENNA, Nov. 24.—{By Atlantic Cae 
ble.] The members of the lower house 
of the Reichsrath today excelled them- 
selves in producing the most disgrace- 
ful scene yet witnessed in that branch 
of Parliament. The turbulence fre- 
sulted from a motion that only one of 
a number of similar petitions against 
the ordinance making the Czech lan- 
guage codrdinate with the German in. 
Bohemia should be read and printed. 

This order of the government has 
been the basis of many uproarioug 
scenes which have been described in 
these dispatches for a number of weeks 
past, although the question of renew- 
ing the compact between Austria and 
Hungary, provisionally at least, has 
been mixed up in all the bitter feeling 
manifested by the German and anti- 
German elements. The members of the 
Left party protested uproariously to- 
day against the motion referred to, 
stigmatizing it as “oppressive and ille- 
gal.”’ 

Finally the ‘members of the lower 
house became so disorderly that the 
President of that body, Dr. Abraham- 
ovich, was once more compelled to sus- 
pend the sitting, and he soon after- 
ward left the house. The departure of 
President Abrahamovich was the sig- 
nal for a scene of the wildest disorder. 
Dr. Wolff, the German Nationalist 
leader, clambered up into the Presi- 
dent’s tribune, seized a heavy bell and 
swung it to and fro, materially in- 
creasing the disorder prevailing. The 
bell, however, was almost immediately 
wrenched from Dr. Wolff's hands. by 
Dr. Pollock. While this incident was 
in progress, challenges to fight duels 
and showers of billingsgate and other 
insults were exchanged on all sides, 
until the interior of the house in every 
way resembled an inferno. 

A number of young Czechs and Poles 
made a rush for the President's trib- 
une and attempted to tear Dr. Wolff © 
down from the position which he oc- 
cupied, and they in turn were attacked 
by a number of Leftists, and a dis- | 
graceful scrimmage the result, 
This was Only the beginning of the 
fighting. During the preliminary scuf- 
fling some of the young Czechs struck 
Dr. Wolff, and this caused such an up- 
roar that a regular pitehed battle with 
fisis followed, lasting for about @ 
quarter of an hour. 

Herr Schoenerer, the leader of a sec- 
tion of the German opposition, caught 


hold of and brandished over his head 


one of the Minister’s armchairs, and 
was evidently about to hurl it at the 
heads of his immediate opponents; 
when he was seized and disarmed by 
Herr Hagenhofer. 

By this time the disorder was of such 
a nature that even the public in the 
galleries cried shame upon the fighting, 
swearing and insult-exchanging Depu- 
Herr Polacz, 
rushed upon another member, Herr 
Pferche, and was nearly strangling him 
when Herr Pferche. on the impulse 
of the moment, drew a pen-kKnife from 
his pocket and opened it, but he was 
disarmed by a colleague before any 
further harm was done. Herr Pferche 
was by this time so exhausted by the 
checking he had received at the hands 
of Herr Polacz and so overcome with 
excitement that he fainted, still fur- 
ther adding to the sensation. 

At this moment President Abraham- 
ovich returned to the House, but after 
repeated and vain-efforts to quell the 
disorder prevailing he closed the sit- 
ting of the House. In doing so, the 
President said: “In view of the acts 
ef violence which have occurred in the 
House today, I consider it my duty to 
close this sitting. Will those members 
who are willing to give me the names 
of the violent members please come 
to my office?” 

Several members of the House ac- 
cepted the invitation of the President, 
and as a result it is believed that Her- 
ren Schoenerer, Wolff and Pferche will 
be arrested upon the charge of fighting 
in public.

According to another account during 
the turmoil Abrahamovich was greeted 
with cries of “Pclish senndrel,”

“Herr Wolff received the worst 
treatment. He was struck om the head 
a dozen times. Blows rained upon his 
face, the bell was thrown at him: his 
clothes were torn. As often as he got 
up he was knocked off his feet. 

“Suddenly, during the melee a fierce 
ehriek was heard, anda knife was seen 
fiyine toward the Leftists. It fell unon 
Dr. Gessoani. whose hand was wounded, 
It was wrested from Herr Pferche by 
Herr Lemische, who threw it across 
the heads of the Deputies. 

“Another scream rang through the 
house. Herr Pferche had been seized by 
the throat. Count Venderline emptied 
glasses of water over the combatants 
with a view of separating them. The 
police commissioner, with fifteen men, 
sumrmmoned by the President, appeared 
just as the President was closing the 
sitting.”

RETURNED PRISON 


GEN. RIVERA REFUSES TO 
TREAT WITH BLANCO. 


With Col. Barcaliao the Gallant 
Cuban Leader is Brought Before 
the Captain-General. 


ASKED TO RESTORE PEACE. 


THEY PECLINE TO DO ANYTHING 
FOR AUTONOMY, 

Spirited Reply Made to the Offers 
of Spain's Representative—Cisal 
Ducasse Moves About—The 
President and Cuba. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

~ HAVANA (via Key West, Fla.,) Nov. 
24.—[By Central American Cable.] 
After the order had been issued for the 
release of Gen. Ruiz Rivera and Col. 
Barcallao, who were captured by Gen. 
Hernandez de Velasco last March, but 
before they were actually freed, both 
wrere conducted to the place, entering 
by a side door from Orrilley street and 
going up a private stairway. Marshal 
Blanco received them, and» proposed 
that they should help to restore peace 
by assisting in the establishment of 
autonomy. They declined to accept his 
proposition. 

He then requested them to make a 
formal compromise, and to agree not 
to take up arms again against Spain. 
This also they refused, declaring, on 
the contrary, that when actually free 
they would return to. the insurgent 
camp. After this spirited reply, they 
Were promptly returned to Cabanas 
fortress, where they now remain pris- 
oners of war, “no effect having been } 
given to the orders for their release, 
- Last Saturday seventy of the recon- | 
eentrades, armed with machetes and 
revolvers, left Guira Melana for the 
country districts. They have not yet | 
¢eturned, and it is believed that they 
have joined the insurgent ranks.

At Puerto Principe cane-grinding has 
commenced on the Siando and La- 
garenne plantations of Sefiors Sanchez 
and Bernal.

“To begin with, the Spanish soldiers 
have received no pay for many months, 
and consequently they are nat able to 
buy anything on their own account in 
the small towns in which they are sta- 
tioned. Then, too, the credit of the 
troops has beer-in-most instances ex- 
hausted. <All the soldiers have to de- 
pend upon in way of food and cloth- 
‘ing is what is supplied by the commMi@s 
sariat department, and that department 
is neglected and, it is asserted, core 
rupt. 
“When Gen. Blanco, in an interview 
with me four days after his arrival, 
stated that he would do his utmost to 
better the condition of the private sol- 
diers, he was sincere, but it was im- 
possible for him to realize then what 
was the condition of the soldiers. T6 
learn the truth he must personally in+ 
spect the country districts. The re- 
ports of officers are calculated to de- 
ceive the captain-general. All that 
Gen. Blanco has to judge by are thé 
reports from hospitals, and even these, 
with all the attempts at concealment, 
are appalling. 
“In Havana, leaving aside the hos- 
pitals, the conditions are not so bad. 
But if the captain-general were to go 
to the country he would see ill soldiers 
dying by the wayside; he would find 
many forts that In reality are nothing 
more than hospitals, and in most of the 
smail tuvns he would experience dis- 
loyalty in getting together a force of 
any size that would be able to march 
five miles and then be in a condition 
to tackle an ordinary band of rebels. 
I am not in any way exaggerating. 
“The whole country along the road 
from Artemisa to Havana is in ruins, 
except a few small patches where to- 
bacco is being planted under the guns 
of the forts.” 
In further proof of the assertions re- 
garding the condition of the Spanish 
troops, the Herald correspondent has 
received the following copy of an offi- 
cial telegram, dated November 17, from 
the military commander in Cienga de 
Avila to Havana: 
“Very serious conditionin this town. 
No bread, no flour absolutely. Three 
thousand sick in hospital without pro- 
visions whatever, beside the garrison 
itself. With greatest urgency must 
be sent flour asked for on October 28, 
and send cash to buy effects. No 
credit.” 
In Matanzas, Cienfuegos and, in fact, 
nearly all the towns, credit to the 
troops has been refused and telegrams 
similar to the above are pouring into 
the palace daily. If ‘this lasts much 
longer, the troops will surely mutiny, 
especially if relief is first afforded to 
the concentfados. 
Such is the condition of affairs in the 
Spanish army which Gen. Blanco has to 
contend with. It is hardly to be won- 
dered at that he feels incensed at the 
way in which he has been deceived by 
the Spanish officers. However much in 
earnest Gen. Blanco may be, it will be 
weeks before he can effect any visible 
improvement. The officers in the coun- 
try are opposed to his policy, and will 
dally with his orders. 
If Spain has not exterminated the 
reconcentrados she has cut across the 
island a wound that will take genera- 
tions to heal. The children’s children 
of the Cubans within the contentration 
zones today will bear the marks, phys- 
ically and mentally, of the existing 
misery. 
PROTESTS AGAINST AUTONOMY. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
BARCELONA; Nov. 24.—At a meet- 
‘ing yesterday evening of delegates 
representing a number of political and 
commercial societies, held at the Re- 
publican Club, a dispatch was sent to 
Premier Sagasta strongly protesting 
againgt permitting custents autonomy 
to Cuba and Porto Rico, ahd asserting 
the intention of the societies repre- 
sented of continuing their opposition to 
customs autonomy.

COL, HALL APPROVED. 


ALTHOUGH HE MIGHT NOT HAVE

Hearing in the Lovering Court- 
martial Closed—Defendent Ad- 
mitted the Stories of the Wit- 
nesses Except as to the Use of 
Excessive Force. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

_ CHICAGO, Nov. 24.—A decision in 
the court-martial of Capt. Leonard A. 
Lovering of the Fourth Infantry will. 
be reached tomorrow. The court-mar- 
tial today closed the hearing of testi- 
mony covering the incidents of Private 
Hammond’s involuntary appearance 
before the summary court at Fort 
Sheridan October 9. There will be a 
protracted meeting tomorrow, as all 
the evidence taken during the last two 
days’ session must be read for the sec- 
ond time to the court in order to follow 
out the red tape of court-martial pro- 
ceedings. The entire morning session 
will necessarily be taken up by these 
last duties of Judge-Advocate Hunter, 
and the twelve officers of the court will 
settle down to a private discussion of 
their opinions of Capt. Lovering and 
his method of enforcing military dis- 
cipline. The general -opinion is that 
the verdict, if it is not for acquittal, 
will be for a light penalty. 

The chief witness of the day was 
Capt. Lovering, who admitted that the 
stories Of previous witnesses were sub- 
stantially correct. He,claimed, how- 
ever, that he did not use excessive 
force with Hammond—‘“only § stirred 
him up with my foot and sword,’ was 
the way he put it. 

Col. Hall of the Fourth Infantry took 
the stand and declared that he ap- 
proved of everything Capt. Lovering 
had done. The arguments for and 
against Lovering were very brief, and 
at their conclusion the court adjourned 
for the day. 

YESTERDAY'S TESTIMONY. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
CHICAGO. Nov. 24.—The hearing of 
the Lovering court-martial at Fort 
Sheridan began today with the testi- 
mony of the last witness for the prose- 
cution, Post-Surgeon Henry Lippin- 
ecott. The surgeon said that he had 
been called upon professionally to at- 

tend Hammond. 

“I found no bruises to speak of,” 
said he. ‘There was an abrasion on 
the shoulder and a few scratches on 
the thighs, but they were insignificant, 
and after sponging them with iodo- 
form, I reported the man as fit for 
light work.” The surgeon stated that 
the wounds appeared to have been 
made with an instrument of sharp 
point, and could have been caused by 
the use of a sword. 


Judge-Advocate Hunter requested 


‘that the court visit guardhouse 


and go over the route traveled by the 
members of the guard when § they 
dragged Prisoner Hammond to the 
summary court, after which the prose- 
cution rested. 

Attorney Blair, for Capt. Lovering, 
presented four letters from various of- 
ficers under whom the defendant had 
served. These letters referred to Lov- 
ering as an efficient officer and a good 
soldier. They were placed on file. Col. 
Hall was then called. 

“What report did Capt. Lovering 
make to vou in regard to this affair?” 
asked Attorney Blair of the comimand- 
ing officer. 

“He told me of Hammond’s refusal 
to appear before the court in direct dis- 
obedience to my orders, and said that 
he had dragged him from the guard- 
house with a rope.” 

“What comment did you make?” 

“I commended him for his action, 
but cautioned him to remove the rope 
from the prisoner’s feet before he ap- 
peared before the court.” 

“Had you had any trouble with 
prisoners during the year you had been 
there?” | 

“There had been almost constant 
trouble,” said Col. Hall. “Prisoners 
have refused to work, and there have 
been almost daily infractions of the 
rules.. I commended Capt. Lovering’s 
aciion especially because I was in- 
formed that the prisoner had defied 
five prison officers in succession.” 

Col. Hall told the court that there 
Was no conveyance at the fort’. that 
could be used to convey prisoners to 
the guardhouse, if they refused to 
walk. Attorney Blair closed his ques- 
tioning by asking if a report had been 
made that Capt. Lovering had kicked 
and stabbed the prisoner. 

“Well. now that you recall it,”’ said 
the witness, “Capt. Lovering did tell 
me that he had stirred Hammond up 
a little. and I also approved that.” 

Col. Hunter interposed here with a 
question. “Col. Hall,” he said, “if a 
report had been made to you that 
Hammond had refused to walk to the 
summary court, would you have or- 
dered him dragged?’ 


“Well, not specifically,” said the 
colonel, “but I would have used 
force.”

TROUBLE IN HAWAII. 


ROYALISTS SPLIT IN THE MATTER 
OF A NEW QUEEN. 


Kaliulani, the English Protege, Do- 
ing All She Can to Make Her- 
self Solid—Liliuokalani’s Fol- 
lowing is Larger—Anti-Annexa- 
tion Delegates. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

HONOLULU, Nov. 15 (wired from 
San Francisco, Nov. 24.)—The pres- 
ence of Princess Kaiulani is not very 
satisfactory to the adherents of the de- 
posed Queen, as they believe that the 
young woman has returned for the 
purpose of starting a boom for herself 
at the expense of the former Queen. 
Kaiulani’s supporters claim that in the 
event Of a refusal on the part of Con- 
gress to annex Hawaii she will stand 
a good chance of being placed on the 
throne, under a limited monarchy. 

Of all the Royalists in the country at 
least 90 per cent. are for the former 
Queen. They wish to keep the young 
woman in the background as much as 
possible, but the Princess will not re- 
main in the rear. She has been given 
public receptions at her home, and in 
other ways is trying to make herself 
popular. Saturday evening she at- 
tended a bicycle race, and was the cen- 
ter of attraction. Tomorrow evening 
she will occupy a box when the Fraw- 
ley Company opens the dramatic sea- 
son. Kaiulani is not here on a polit- 
ical mission, so her friends say, but 
she has an eye upon the throne never- 
theless. 

J. K. Kaula and D. Kalauokalani 
will leave for Washington on the 19th 
inst. to work against the annexation 
of the islands. Both’ men _ represent 
the Royalists in Honolulu. At a_ later 
date they will be followed by John 
Richardson and R. W. Wilcox, both 
half-whites, and A. Marquez, a white 
man, who were selected by the Queen’s 
supporters on the island of Maui. . 

Wilcox was originally in favor of 
the present gOvernment. After atime 
he became dissatisfied and finally 
joined the ranks of the rebels in 1895. 
He was sent to prison, and is now out 
on parole. He was sent to Italy by 
Kalakaua to receive a military train- 
ing. In 1887, shortly after his return to 
the islands, he started a movement to 
dethrone the King. He and his fol- 
lowers were repulsed by the whites. 

Samuel Parker, who is probably the 
most influential Hawaiian in the coun- 
try, and who is an arinexationist, says 
that the delegates can do but little in 
Washington. Congress, he says, will 
have convened when they arrive. — 

Tomorrow a local auctioneer will dis- 
pose of some of the property formerly 
used in the palace under the monarchy. 
It comprises silver, glass and china 
ware. Kapiolani, the widow cf the 
late King Kalakaua, threatened to stop 
the sale, claiming the dinner set, com- 
posed of 6000 pieces, was her property. 
The set was presented to the King by 
the President of France. The govern- 
ment claims that the property in dis- 
pute belongs to the people, and will be 
sold. It is understood that the ex- 
planation given to the Queen Dowager 
is satisfactory, and that the sale will 
not be interfered with.

LONDON, Nov. 25.—Gen. Sir Arthur 
James Herbert, K.C.B., is dead.

J.C. HARRIS RECAPTURED 


ALLEGED BOARD-BILL JUMPER 
AGAIN IN CUSTODY. | 


Deputy Sherif! Tryce and Deputy 
Coustable Tom Quinn Now are 
Happy—Serious Charges Against 
Insurance Agent. 


J. C. Harris, alias J. C. Baker, alias 
Ed Beven, the prisoner who escaped 
from Deputy Constable Tom Quinn 
about a week ago, has been recaptured. 
He is in custody at Needles, Cal., 
whither one of Sheriff Burr’s deputies 
will go after him this morning. . 

A warrant has been out at Santa 
Barbara for Harris since last June for 
jumping a board bill at the Hotel Mas- 
carel amounting to $46. Deputy Sheriff 
Tryce traced him to Arizona and kept 
informed of his movements wuhtil he re- 
turned to San Diego a few weeks ago. 
With the assistance of Chief of Police 
Russell of that place, Tryce succeeded 
in capturing the fugitive and started 
for Santa Barbara with him. 

On the way up Harris represented 
that he could give bail if permitted to 
at Los Angeles, and named J. J. Loner- 
§an as one man who would go on his 
bond. Tryce was willing to give him 
an opportunity to get bail, and stopped 
at Los Angeles for that purpose. They 
saw Lonergan, to whom Harris repre- 
sented that he would be able to 
Straighten matters out as soon as H. 
E. Maxson, local manager of the New 
York Mutual Life Insurance Company, 
returned to the city next day. It ap- 
pears that Harris had been working as 
a sub-agent for the Mutual Life, and 
Maxson was at that time at San Diego 
looking for him to explain some ir- 
regularities in his acts as an agent. 

Mr. Lonergan having known Harris 
at Santa Barbara, agreed to go on his 
bond and induced W. A. Shinn to go 
on with him, the amount demanded 
being only $150. The bondsmen made 
the condition with Harris, however, 
that he should remain in custody of an 
officer until Mr. Maxson returned. The 
bond was approved by Justice Morrison 
and Deputy Sheriff Tryce also got the 
indorsement of Deputy District Attor- 
ney Chambers that the bond was all 
right before he turned the prisoner Over 
to his new keeper, Deputy Constable 
Quinn. The bondsmen as well as 
Quinn asked Tryce to leave the war- 
rant on which the arrest had been ef- 
fected in Quinn’s possession, but Tryce 
said he could not do so, as he had to 
make his return on it at Santa Bar- 
bara, and as the prisoner had given an 
acceptable bond, the warrant would no 
longer serve to hold him. Harris’s 
Staying in the custody of Quinn ap- 
peared to be arranged on the basis of 
personal honor between the interested 
parties. 

Harris, knowing the futility of such 
an arrangement to hold him, improved 
the first opportunity to leave for parts 
unknown. In fact he made no secret 
of his going, but boldly announced his 
intentions and asked Quinn what he 
was going to do about it. Quinn was in 
a quandary. We had no warrant in 
law to hold the man, and he was afraid 
to resort to physical violence for fear 
he might get into serious trouble. Be- 
fore a new complaint could be gotten 
out, Harris was well out of reach. 

News of the escape mortified the 
bondsmen and the officers exceedingly, 
so they set about to recapture the fel- 
low. The bondsmen offered $25 reward 
and sent out descriptions all over 
Southern California. A‘new ‘warrant 
was sworn out based on a board bill 
for 75 cents which Harris is alleged to 
have left unpaid at the Hotel Nadcau 
previous to his flight. Yesterday word 
came that he was in custody at 
Needles. 

Deputy Sheriff Tryce came down 
from Santa Barbara last night to 
make arrangements to have the pris- 
oner brought back from the Needles. 
Tryce says it is probable that other 
charges will be preferred against Har- 
ris besides jumping board bills. He 
asserts that Harris wrote bogus insur- 
ance pclicies for different persons at 
eg Barbara, and collected the prem- 
ums. 

Harris is about 40 years of age, a 
man of good address and a glib talker. 
He is a heavy drinker, which probably 
accounts for most of his troubles. His 
alleged overt acts are all said to have 
been committed under the assumed 
names of Baker and Bevens., 

Deputy Sheriff Tryce feels that an 
injustice has been done him in holding 
him in any way responsible for Har- 
ris’s escape. He says it was his duty 
to release him after he had given a 
bond, and no blame can therefore at- 
tach to him because the fellow failed 
to keep faith with his bondsmen. 


Revised Mining Laws. 


DENVER (Colo.,) Nov. 24.—The sub- 
committee appointed at the recent 
Mining Congress to prepare a revision 
of the mining laws, has completed its 
labors, and a provisional report has 
been transmitted to the full commit- 
tee, which will in turn consider the 
recommendations and suggestions, and 
then adopt a general report. The pres- 
ent repor! is largely based on the suzg- 
gestions of Charles J. Moore, civjl and 
mining engineer of Cripple Creek, al- 
though in drafting it he followed the 
instructions of the committee. The re- 
vised law does away with all extra- 
lateral rights, holding owners to a 
sauare location and preventing miners 
from following the dip of the vein out- 
side of their property. Altogether, the 
revision contains many radical pro- 
visions. 


Free Labeocr Federation. 


NEW YORK Nov 24.—Labor troubles 
in the silk industry at Paterson, N. J., 
hereafter are likely to be a rare occur- 
rence. <A free labor federation of man- 
ufacturers and employés has just been 
established, and many of the leading 
firms doing business in that city are 
identified with this new movement. 
The frequent troubles in recent years 
have resulted in several prominent 
manufacturers transferring their plants 
to other points. The main object of 
the federation is the settlement of la- 
bor difficulties in a business-like man- 
ner. 


Two Royal Missionaries, 


LONDON, Nov. 25.—The Daily Chron- 
icle says this morning that it hears 
that Prince Bernadotte of Sweden “has 
developed strong religious tendencies 
under his wife’s influence,” and that 
the couple contemplate devoting their 
lives to missionary work in Africa. 
Prince Bernadotte is the second son of 
King Oscar II of Sweden and Norway, 
and was born November 15, 1859. On 
March 15, 1888, with the royal permis- 


hsion, he renounced all claims to the 


succession to the throne, having mar- 
ried Miss Ebba Munck, daughter of 
Col. Munck, and took the title of 
Prince Bernadotte. 


Willette Will Refand. 


ENGLISH (Ind.,) Nov. 24.—R. H. 
Willett, cashier of the Leavenworth 
Bank, who suddenly left the country 
after the failure of the institution and 
the banks here and at Marengo, is now 
at the residence of a friend in this 
county, and negotiations are in progress 
by which depositors will be paid-in full 
and each of the banks will be opened 
and resume business. Through friends 
of himself and President Weather, he 
has indicated that he is able and will- 
ing to meet every dollar of his indebt- 
edness.

HORRIBLE MURDER. 


Aged Italian’s Head Crushed and 
Hise Breast Stabbed. 
{ASSULIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 

KANSAS CITY, Nov. 24.—A horribly 
brutal murder was committed in the 
Italian quarter some time during the 
early morning. An Italian aged about 
55 years, known as “Nicola” Sabbatino, 
Was found lying in blood. His head 
had been crushed to a pulp with a 
brick, and blood spurted from numer- 
ous dagger wounds in the breast. He 
is a miner, and came from Pittsburgh, 
Kan., from wherte, it appears, he had 
been driven by threats on his life. 

Although unarmed, the murdered. 
man hod evidently made a desperate 
struggle for his life, as is shown by 
the surroundings. He had apparently 
been decoyed to the place. Frank Bas- 
cone, an Italian, and his fourteen-year- 
old son have been arrested on suspi- 
cion. 


STORK IS A RARE BIRD. 


MORE LIGHT ON HIS PECULIAR 
BUSINESS METHODS. 


w 


Jadge York Renders 2 Decision 
Against Him in a Case That 
Grew Out of a Bogus Mortgage 
Transaction—That Mexican Bond 
Deal. 


A decision made by Judge York yes- 
terday throws additional light on the 
peculiar business methods of Eugene 
B. Stork, president of the National 
Real Estate and Commercial Company, 
whose “standard of solvency” is $1,000,- 
000, according to the business card of 
that enterprising individual. 

Stork is the man who tried to engi- 
meer the deal by which Otto Cytron 
was to transfer a cigar stand at the 
corner of Court and Main streets, worth 
$1500, to one Walter L. Hastings, for 
an antiquated Mexican bond of doubt- 
ful value, if indeed it has any value 
at all. The case decided by Judge 
York yesterday was the outgrowth of 
just another such deal, with the dif- 
ference that a bogus real estate mort- 
gage was the collateral pledged by 
Stork in order to bring the deal about 
to his own profit. 

The profits accruing to Stork out of 
the transaction are dissipated, how- 
ever, by Judge York’s decision, and 
Stork will be very lucky indeed if he 
escapes without having a criminal 
charge to answer. 

The title of the action in which Judge 
York rendered his decision is J. G. 
Dorrell vs. Eugene B. Stork, on ap- 
peal by plaintiff from a decision ren- 
dered by Justice Young in the Town- 
ship Justice Court in favor of defend- 
ant. Judge York reverses the judg- 
ment of the lower court and gives 
judgment in favor of the plaintiff, who 
sued for the restitution of property val- 
ued at $175, which had been transferred 
to Stork through fraudulent represen- 
tations for a worthless consideration. 

It appears from the papers on file 
in the case that J. G. Dorrell in Janu- 
ary, 1896, was the owner of a fruit 
and cigar store at No. 330% East First 
street. Desiring to leave the city. Dor- 
rell listed the property with a broker, 
J. G. Hoyt, to sell. Hoyt introduced 
Stork to Dorrell as a would-be pur- 
chaser. Stork represented himself as 
the agent of two men named Ander- 
son and Coleman, who wanted to buy 
the business. The price agreed upon 
was $175, but Stork wanted it under- 
‘stood that it was not to be a spot 
cash transaction. “But I have some- 
thing as good as cash,” said he, and 
with that he exhibited a note for $300 
secured by a mortgage on real estate in 
Clay county, Ky. 

The note purported to have been 
drawn at Kansas City, Mo., January 2, 
1896, and was payable three years after 
date to the order of Oscar B. Anderson. 
The drawer of the note was Otto Lan- 
gerson, who also signed the mortgage. 
The date of the note and acknowledge- 
ment of the.mortgage were the same. 
The Recorder's certificate attached to 
the mortgage was dated February 6, 
1896, while an alleged assignment of 
the mortgage from Anderson to Stork 
was dated January 22, 1896, prior to the 
recording. The volume and page of re- 
cording were set forth with great par- 
ticularity, so that the papers had all 
the appearance, except to a practiced 
eye, of being genuine. 

To show Stork’s good faith the mort- 
gage was deposited in the First Na- 
tional Bank in the name of J. G. Hoyt, 
with instructions to the bank to send 
it to the Masonic Savings Bank of 
Louisville, Ky., for collection. Dorrell 
was to receive $175 out of the proceeds, 
and the balance was to be left on de- 
posit for Stork, minus $25, which Hoyt 
was to retain as his commission. 

The men, Anderson and Coleman, 
whom Stork purported to represent in 
the deal, never appeared on the scene, 
and are supposed to be myths. Dorrell 
surrendered possession of the property 
to Stork and went to Oakland. Mean- 
while the note and mortgage were sent 
on to Louisville for collection by the 
bank, but the reply came that no such 
mortgage was on record, neither were 
Oscar B. Anderson and Otto Langerson 
known there, and furthermore there 
never was any Recorder there of the 
name signed to the Recorder’s certifi- 
eate. 

As no money was forthcoming on the 
deal, Dorrell eventually brought suit 
for restitution of the property. Justice 
Young heard the case and decided in 
favor of defendant. Plaintiff appealed, 
and Judge York, on review of the evi- 
dence, reversed the decision of the 
lower court by giving Dorrell judg- 
ment for the full amount prayed for, 
or restitution of the property. a 

A. W. Seaver, expert on hand-writ- 
ing, testified at the trial that in his 
opinion all the signatures to the note 
and mortgage were in Stork’s own writ- 
ing. and that the mortgage bore all 
the evidences of being bogus. The tes- 
timony as to the bogus Recorder’s cer- 
tificate was not admissible, as the 
trouble and expense were not taken in 
the civil action to verify the facts ac- 
cording te duc form of law, but the 
court was led to remark in summing 
up the case that it seemed to be a 
matter that the District Attorney 
might with propriety investigate. Dist.- 
Atty. Donnell’s attention has been 
called to the matter, but recognizing 
the difficulty and expense that would 
be incurred in getting sufficient evi- 
dence to sustain a felony charge, he 
has not yet decided to take action. 

Otto Cytron stil! retains the dubious 
Mexican bond which Stork and Hast- 
ings tried to palm off on him. He had 
offered to return it to Hastings, but 
on advice of the District Attorney's of- 
fice will hold on to it pending future 
developments. 

Mr. Cytron says Hastings displayed a 
number of bonds similar to the one 
left with him, so the alleged Mexican 
king is not left entirely without re- 
sources in a strange town.

NICARAGUA COMMISSION. 


Cruiser Newport Ready to Convey 
Them to Greytown.

NEW YORK, Nov. 24.—With every- 
thing in readiness, the United States 
cruiser, Newport, Capt. B. F. Tilley in 
command, is lying off drydock No. 2 
at the Brooklyn Navy Yard, awaiting 
orders to sail with the members of the 
Nicaragua Canal Commission recently 
appointed by Congress.

BLEEDING THE BUSINESS MEN. 

In the business department of THE 
TIMES, a few days ago, reference was 
made to a new scheme for bleeding 
merchants which had been introduced 
in San Francisco, and the suggestion 
was made that thé scheme would 
probably soon reach Los Angeles. It 
seems that it is already here. 

The outfit is known as the “Los An- 
geles Trade Stamp Company.” This 
“company” issues the following memo- 
Trandum of agreement:

To 
deliver to the peopte of Los Angeles 75,900 
copies of said books, soliciting their trade, 
and to instruct and explain to them how 
they are to use the same. To advertise in 
two papers of this city, and in every way to 
use their best endeavor to promote the busi- 
ness interest and trade of the party of the 
second part. And the party of the second 
part agrees with the party of the first part, in 
consideration of the faithful performance of 
the foregoing, to receive from the party of 
the first part a sufficient amount of trading 
stamps to supply all persons who may call 
for them. The stamps to be given out as 
follows: One stamp to be given for each 
and every 10 cents represented in a purchase; 
ten stamps for $1, etc., the stamps to be 
given when the purchases are paid for, pro- 
vided bills do not run over ten days, in which 
case party of the second part can at his op- 
tion refuse to give stamps. To pay party of 
the first part .... cents per hundred for all 
stamps thus used. To make weekly settle- 
ments for each page used or given out. To co- 
operate in every way possible with the party 
of the first part to promote the best interests 
of all the merchants named in the book. To 
display ‘‘We give Trading Stamps’’ in a con- 
spicuous place in their store. 

The parties of the first and second part 
mutually agree that this agreement shall re- 
main in force one year from above date. 

Stipulations not appearing on ihis agree- 
ment will not be recognized by either party.

This contract explains sufficiently 
the absurdity of the whole proposition. 
It simply means this: that we shall 
have another eastern firm here com- 
peting with our merchants, that firm 
agreeing to put in a stock of diversi- 
fied articles to the amount of some 
$20,000 or $30,000. 

All they agree to do is to get out a 
directory, containing the name of the 
merchant who enters into agreement 
with them, give him a display card 
to put up in his store, and at the end 
of each® week cgilect from the mer- 
chant $6 for every 100 coupons given 
out. In other words, the merchant 
who is foolish enough to go into the 
scheme is paying 6 per cent. of his 
gross receipts for the privilege of al- 
lowing some outside concern to print 
his name in a directory, and in the 
advertising columns of two papers.. 

This is in itself an absurdity, be- 
cause the merchant who is willing to 
spend 6 per cent. of his gross sales 
can use that money in a far better 
form of advertising than to allow a 
strange concern to handle it in a little 
business. directory. 

The holders of such .coupons are 
obliged. to go to the eastern con- 
cern and exchange these coupons 
for whatever article they desire, and 
whatever price the eastern company is 
willing to place on the article. They 
will have, for instance, a counter of arti- 
cles that will be exchanged for twenty 
coupons, another that will be ex- 
changed for fifty, and so on, that con- 
cern making 100 per cent. on the pur- 
chase price, which they really get from 
the local merchant for the sale of 
coupons. It places the local merchant 
entirely at the mercy of this concern, 
and gives that fake institution his 
counters to carry a line of articles 
which will come into competition with 
hundreds of our local merchants. It 
is really much worse than the abused 
department store. 

It is surprising to learn that many 
Los Angeles merchants are seriously 
this proposition. The 
Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation is circulating a paper for sig- 
natures, pledging the merchants not 
to go into it. Such a step should 
scarcely be necessary. 

However, all that can be said is that 
if this is the sort of way in which 
some Los Angeles merchants like. to 
be taken in and done for, why then, 
it is a matter of taste, as the old lady 
said when she kissed the cow. 


The Free Harbor League yesterday 
adopted a strong and clear-cut resolu- 
tion, appealing directly to the Presi- 
dent to take such action in the San 
Pedro Harbor matter as will insure 
the enforcement of the law without 
further delay. This action is timely, 
and will serve to call the President’s 
attention specifically to the wrong 
which is being inflicted upon the peo- 
ple through the unjustifiable neglect 
of the Secretary of War to perform an 
obvious duty. The president and sec- 
retary of the league were directed to 
send copies of the: resolution to the 
City Council, the Board of Supervisors, 
the Chamber of Commerce, the Board 
of Trade, the Merchants’ and Manu- 
facturers’ Association, and the Sound 
Money League. This duty was 
promptly discharged, and copies of 
the resolution will be in the posses- 
sion of those organizations this morn- 
ing, with the request that, if approved 
by them, the same may be reaffirmed, 
or like action taken by them on the 
subject, promptly. 


Secretary Alger says he has no legal 
right to permit the citizens of Cali- 
fornia to pay for the government’s ad- 
vertising, but that if necessary he will 
“go down into his own pocket” to pay 
the bills. This silly subterfuge is in 
itself a confession of insincerity. If 
he has no right to accept the offers 
of the Chamber of Commerce and of 
the Merchants’ Association to guar- 
antee the advertising for the San 
Pedro Harbor, he certainly has no 
right to pay the bills himself. As a 
matter of fact he has not the least 
intention of doing so, and there is not 
the remotest necessity for the guar- 
antéeing or payment of the bills by 


private parties. Congress has amply | 


provided for the necessary expenses in 


connection with the harbor work, and 
Alger’s quibbling is a mere ruse, and 
a very clumsy one at that, to gain 
time, and also td give himself a little 
cheap advertising as a financial 
“magnet.” 


Mr. Spreckels’s esteemed newspaper, 
the San Francisco Call, prints a long 
and elaborate editorial on the gov- 
ernorship. The article is remarkable 
for what it does not contain, rather 
than for what it does. It deals exten- 
sively in parables, in similes, in tropes 
and. metaphors, and in occultism, but 
expresses nary a preference for any 
particular candidate for the office of 
Governor of California. It declares 
that an honest man, “a statesman, an 
organizer and a politician—a saga- 
cious, level-headed, full-grown man”— 
in short, a whole man—should be 
hunted up and’ put in nomination by 
the Republicans. It now becomes one 
of the absorbing questions of the hour 
as to whom Commodore Spreckels has 
in his mind’s eye for this exalted 
‘honor. If the colonel has a candidate 
up his sleeve, he should bring him 
out into the light of day forthwith, or 
forever after hold his peace. 

Our esteemed cotemporary, the Hy- 
annis (Neb.) Tribune, makes the fol- 
lowing touching appeal on behalf of 
its editor:

LOS ANGELES THEATER. Not 
Bret Harte’s story, but its trend and 
atmosphere are strongly embodied in 
“Tennessee’s Pardner,” which was pre- 
sented for the first time here at the 
Los Angeles Theater last night. The 
play is vividly western, as the author 
of “The Heathen Chinee” has set it 
out in verse and stirring tale, but the 
rough edges have been eliminated to a 
great extent, and the result is a drama 
essentially rich in pathos, instinct with 
human interest and immensely fetching 
in its broad ang breezy dashes of com- 
edy. Of course, the characters are 
quite unnatural—rather the children of 
imagination than men and women of 
the earth earthy, but the sentiment is 
clean, fresh and wholesome and the 
interest in the plot is sustained 
throughout with excellent fidelity. 

The story is one which concerns life 
in the mines, where a ‘‘pardner” is the 
next thing to a sweetheart; where the 
“keard player’ vaunts himself upon 
his high-tone squareness and legiti- 
macy; where an adventuress comes be- 
tween friends, and after nearly wreck- 
ing a friendship discovers the nobility 
of a man and resolves to become a 
good woman. She has a _  rascally 
brother who is no end a villain, and 
there is Tennessee herself, a sort of 
waif of the mountains, who fits into 
the melodramatic movement excel- 
lently well.

Estha Williams, who assumes 
the part of Nettie Brice, has much 
force of the emotional ' quality ‘and 
presents the character with a genuine 
appreciation of the author’s aim and 
motive.

DIEDRICH’S FLEET. 


Vessels Which Will Represent Ger- 
many’s Power in Chinese Waters, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

BERLIN, Nov. 24.—[By‘ Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The appointments of Admiral von 
Diedrich to command the combined 
German squadrons in Chinese waters, 
and of Prince Henry of Prussia to as- 
SsSume‘command of the second German 
Squadron on the coast of China, con- 
sisting of the Kaiserin Augusta, the 
Deutschland and the Gefion, which 
three vessels will probably start for 
Kiaochau Bay about December 10 next, 
are officially confirmed. The German 
squadron at. Kiaochau Bay is com- 
manded by Admiral Diedrich, and con- 
sists of the flagship Kaiser, with 644 
men; the second-class cruiser Irene and 
the Princess Wilhelm, with 258 men

having a crew of 267. 

The Kaiserin Augusta is a first-class 
cruiser, carrying a crew of 427 men; 
the Deutschland is a second-class bat- 
tleship, having a complement of 688 
men, and the Gefion is a second-class 
cruiser with a crew of 312 men.

THE HARBOR LEAGUE APPEALS 
FOR SIMPLE JUSTICE. 


Wearied Beyond Endurance by Sec- 
retary Alger’s Flimsy Excuses 
and Evasions of Law. 


RESOLUTIONS IN PLAIN TERMS. 


ALGER’S LATEST PROMISE SHOWN 
TO BE MERE IDLE WORDS. 


Telegrams Will Be Sent to the Pres- 
ident by All the Public Bodies. 
Mass-meeting Under Consid- 
eration by the Lengue. 


The Free Harbor League of Los An- 
geles, which, in its membership, rep- 
resents the citizens and the business 
interests not only of this city but of 
all the surrounding cities and towns 
as Well, met in the assembly room of 
the Chamber of Commerce building 
yesterday afternoon. | 

The meeting was called to consider 
the persistent inaction of Secretary of 
War Alger with regard to the pbuilding 
of a deep-water harbor at San Pedro, 
ordered by Congress, which order was 
later on emphasized by Atty.-Gen. Mc- 
Kenna, but has been ignored by Gen. 
Alger, who has constantly presented 
excuses for his failure to obey. 

The excuses of Alger formed the ba- 
sis of discussion, and the league took 
decisive action inthe matter, author- 
izing their president to appeal to Pres- 
ident McKinley directly, and to ask 
him to enforce the law, regardless of 
the Secretary of War. 

It was not a long session, this meet- 
ing of the league, but it was business 
from the first minute till the last, and 


Col. H. G. Otis, president of the 
league, occupied the chair, and G. W. 
Parsons acted as secretary. In opening 
the meeting, Col. Otis said: “I have 
taken the liberty, as president of this 
league, to call a special meeting today 
because I believe that the exigency of 
the situation regarding San Pedro Har- 
bor demands immediate action on our 
part. A strange situation confronts us, 
and we must take some action regard- 
ing the continued delay of the Secie- 
tary of War, Gen. Alger, who for some 
reason unknown to us, has studiously 
and persistently refused to obey the 
orders of the government he is sup- 
posed to serve, so far as the harbor at 
San Pedro is concerned. His action has 
been unwarranted, and, I believe, il- 
legal, in view of the opinion of the 


|| Attorney-General of the United States, 


who interpreted for Alger the act of 
Congresy. 
“Secretary of War Alger has con- 


failure to do the bidding of Congresss 
His last excuse is that the Judge-Ad- 
vocate-General of the army says he 
cannot proceed in the San Pedro Har- 


cate-General of the army to do with it? 
Nothing. The question is not one for 
court-martial or military tribunal, but 
is a commercial question. The Judg¢- 


-| Advocate-General deals with military 
jmatters only. He has nothing to do 


with harbors at San Pedro, or else- 
where, in time of peace. 

“The time has come when we must 
do something more than listen to the 
excuses of the Secretary of War for 
delay in the free-harbor matter. What 
we will do is for you, gentlemen, to say. 
It is needless for me to recapitulate. 
You, one and all, know the situation 
as well as I do. The question before 
you is, what shall we do to compel 
the Secretary of War to carry out the 
law and the orders given him by Con- 
gress ?”’ 

John F. Francis gained recognition 
from the chair at the conclusion of 
Col. Otis’s speech and said: “I agree 
entirely with Col. Otis. It is no use 
fooling any longer with Alger. Did 
any of you gentlemen ever try to 
catch an eel? Well, it’s an old saying 
that you have never caught an eel 
until you’ve skinned him. That’s true 
of Alger. Let us drop him and try 


| and see if we cannot get what Con- 


gress gave us in some other way, or 
else catch him and skin him.” 

T. E. Gibbon arose and, in behalf of 
Mr, Francis, offered the following reso- 
lution: 

“Whereas, the Secretary of War has 

for months studiously refused, and still 
continues to refuse, to carry out the 
law which provides for the construc- 
tion of a deep-water harbor at San Pe- 
dro; and, even despite the opinion of 
the Attorney-General of the United 
States authorizing him to proceed, 
continues to resort to every possible 
excuse to evade his plain and sworn 
duty in the premises: therefore be it 
“Resolved. by the Frea Harbor 
League cf Los Angeles, that our people, 
wearied beyond endurance by these un- 
Warrantable and illegal delays, and 
hopeless of relief at the hands of this 
Officer, protest against the continued 
procrastinations of the Secretary of 
War, and appeal directly to the Pres- 
ident, as the executive head of the na- 
tion, sworn to ohey the Constitution 
ond see to the enforcement of the laws 
and earnestly petition him to directly 
intervene and require the enforcement 
of the act of Congress providing for 
the building of a deep-water harbor at 
San Pedro, declared by Congress to be 
necessary, not merely for local pur- 
poses, but for the accommodation of 
the commerce of the southwest portion 
of the United States. 
“Resolved, that the president and 
secretary of the Free Harbor League 
telegraph a copy of these resolutions 
to the President.’”’ 

Ex-Mayor W. H. Workman also of- 
fered a reselution, in substance the 
samc as that quoted above, but with 
the additional clause that “the presi- 
dent and secretary of the league be in- 
structed to telegraph the resolution as 
passed to President McKinley.” 

W. H. Humphreys seconded the mo- 
tion to adopt the resolution of Mr. 
Francis, and added: ‘TI do not know 
that Iam permitted to make this state- 
ment here, but I want to say this: A 
gentleman from St. Louis is here and 
in my office today he said to me that 
a company of New York and St. Louis 
capitalists had been formed to run

not San Pedro or any other point; but 
from Los Angeles, these vessels to 
reach the ports of all the world. All 
they want to know is where the har- 
bor to be located, and once that ques- 
tion is settled they.are ready to begin 
work.

Gen. Forman suggested that 
the league wait and see what Alger 
intended to do. 

“I cannot see the use of waiting,” 
said Col. Otis from the chair. “‘Let us 
call your attention to the wording of 
Alger’s telegram to the Chamber of 
Commerce. He says the advertisements 
will be published in ‘due time.’ What 
is ‘due time,’ gentlemen? It simply 
means that Alger will select the time 
when he will publish the advertisement. 
Due time is no specified time, but is 
Alger’s time. In other words, when 
he gets ready, if ever, he will proceed 
to advertise for bids. 

“Due time,’” proceeded Col. Otis, 
“means nothing. They are idle words. 
They indicate procrastination, further 
excuses, but no work. I can say to this 
league now that if it is left to the dis- 
cretion of the president and secretary 
of this league as to when we shall tele- 
graph this resolution to President Mc- 
Kinley, there will be little time lost 
in waiting before thé message is sent.” 

The audience applauded, and then a 
motion was_made by Mr. Newberry 
that the resolution adopted by the 
league be transmitted by the president

Mr. Gibbon agréed to ask the Board 
of Trade of Salt Lake City to take 
similar action. 

It was proposed to send a joint tele- 
gram, but everybody objected. “Send as 
many telegrams as wWe can,” said a 
member. ‘Let President McKinley get 
one every five minutes all day, if possi- 
ble,” and so it was settled. 

Councilman Mathuss pledged the sup- 
port of the City Council. “We quarrel 
among ourselves once in a while.” he 
said, “and can’t agree what should be 
done, but when it comes to the San 
Pedro Harbor the Council is with you 
as one man.” 

The question of calling a mass meet- 
ing of citizens to protest against Al- 
gser’s course and express the indigna- 
tion felt by the people of Les Angeles 
was brought up and it was decided to 
leave the matter in the hands of Presi- 
dent Otis, who will issue a call for 
such a meeting if he deems it advisa- 

With a final'resolution, to drop Alger 
and ‘“‘whoop up” telegrams to President 
McKinley, the league adjourned, sub- 
ject to-the call of the chair.

who is one of the oldest and most ex- 
perienced of pioneers and a shrewd ob- 
server of conditions in the Yukon River 
country, is apprehensive of the future 
welfare of the thousands of people who 
are likely to come into the country nex 
season. He says that from present in- 
dications there will be from 19,000 to 
20.000 people come to the Yukon next 
year and that it will be a physical 
impossibility for both of the commer- 
cial companies to bring food enough 
to supply half that number. Owing to 
the short seasons when navigation is 
practicable it is impossible to build 
and equip steamers at St. Michaels and 
have them reach this far inland (2200 
miles) before the river freezes. The 
experiment has been attempted a few 
times without success. 

Capt. Healy is a man of experience, 
a close observer of passing events and 
is one of the best-posted men in the 
North. He believes that there = are 
vast opportunities for profitable  in- 
vestment of capital which will ulti- 
mately develop the mineral resources of 
this great mining belt west of the 
Rockies. When that time arrives, 
there will. be ample employment _ for 


thousands of men with no fear 
of a famine. At present it is 
a poor man’s country, conditioned 


that the man be industrious, lucky and 
well provisioned. .The tailings from 
the ‘claims now being worked will 
some day give up millions of dollars to 
companies enterprising enough to intro- 
duce improved machinery adapted for 
saving the fine flakes of the metal. 
Two vears ago “Big’’ Alec McDonald 
came to Alaska from Aspen, Colo., 
with a small grubstake and put in the 
autumn cutting wood for a living. For 
fifteen months or more he worked 
hard and was often in despair of ob- 
taining enough provisions to last 
through the season. He is a man of 
limited education, of honest and hard- 
working appearance, every inch a man. 
and his acquaintances say that his 
success is due to his unswerving fidelity 
to friends, and that he is as “true as 
steel.” He is a Scotchman, ahout 45 
vears old, and at one time hed made 
considerable money in the pioneer min- 
ing camps of Colorado. Today he owns 
large interests in twenty-five mines in 
the Klondike district. One year ago 
today he told me he was practically 
broke. It is. hard to estimate the 
amount his property will yield in the 
next twelve months, but the conserva- 
tive figure is $1,000,000, a 
‘“Tiow did he make his money?’ is 
the question propounded by all ‘“tender- 
feet.”’ 
By strict attention to business, avoid- 
ing all kinds of dissipations that are 
calculated to deaden a man’s most 
active mental agencies, and by honest 
dealings with his fellow-men. 
Large companies in a few years will 
be earning enormous dividends in 
operating the worked-out claims and 
tailings of the El Derado and Bo- 
nanza creeks. The facilities now in use 


‘ere not of the character that will save 


the finer particles of the gold, but as 
the country becomes better known and 
the transportation facilities increase 
proportionately, then a more scientific 
system of mining will be introduced, 
and the prospector will have to look 
elsewhere for “a poor man’s country.” 
Mr. McDonald said to me: 

“Lucky? Well yes, I've been somewhat 
successful, but then I’m not out of the 
woods yet. Wait until the clean-ups 
next spring. That will tell the story. 
Yes, the most of my properties are 
turning out splendid indications and I 
can sell any piece that I am interested 
in for far more than I paid. But then, 
I've been through too many mining cx- 
citements not to learn to wait until 
the clean-ups before banking my gold. 

“No, this is not the country for a 
young man unused to hard labvr, fron- 
tier life or inexperienced in mining. 
Without means or provisions for get- 
ting out of the country, he is likely to 
become discouraged and ruin his life's 
future.” And with that remark Mr. 
McDonald staried for the gulches. 

Mine-owners are carefully watching 
the labor situation, and in a few weeks 
or as soon as the rush from the outside 
is over and the number of available 
workmen in the country can be deter- 
mined with any reasonable degree of 
accuracy, if the supply of labor comes 
anywhere equaling the demand, the 
owners will combine to lower the 
standard of wages from $15 to $196, or 
possibly $8 a day. Rumors to that effect 
are now in constant circulation. Some 
of the heaviest owners by careful man- 
agement have accumulated a consid- 
erable quantity of provisions and are 
calculating on a large number of men 


coming into this country without the 


necessary supplies, who, to avoid the 
privation of hunger, will be compelled 
to accept $8 or $10 a day and board 
themselves out of supplies furnished 
by the owners. Once the rate is es- 
tablished, the wages will never be 
raised, and it will have the effect of 
causing the operation and development 
of guiches producing less wealth than 
There are doz- 
ens of crecks down the Yukon Valley 
where good diggings have been located 
and could be worked at a profit if 
labor could be obtained at $8 or $10. 

In leasing mines on lays most of the 
owners exact covenants that the claims 
shall have been thoroughly worked and 
completed by the first of June, 1898. If 
that policy is carried out, about two- 
thirds of El Dorado, Bonanza and Hun- 
ker creeks will have been worked out 
this season, and a considerable part of 
other creeks. Of course the supply of 
labor and provisions and the rate of 
wages will govern the question to a 
large extent. Most of the owners are 
anxioys to make as large a “clean-up” 
this Winter as possible and retire from 
active mining life next year. 
peopie who are now in the Klondike 
realize their dreams of wealth and go 
to the Paris Exposition, as they now 
contemplate. the Yukon Valley will be

appeal to the higher authorities of the 
Deminion capital would involve a long 
delay and much expense. Up to this 
date 1400 claims have been located and 
filed in this district. In the last ttvo 
weeks, or since the stampede, 145 claims 
on Sulphur Creek have been recorded; 
and in the same period ninety were 
staked off on Dominion Creek and 
twenty on Henderson Creek. Regarding 
the enforcement of a law relative to 
the collection of a 20 per cent. royalty 
on all claims, as indicated in an Ot- 
tawa dispatch of July 27, he said: 

“T have not been advised of the 
adoption of such a law and all that T 
know about the matter is the press 
dispatch referred tod. Tam enforcing the 
old laws, or rather the laws that were 
in force last year, and unless a special 
session of Parliament was called, it is 
hardly probable that such a law could 
he adopted hefore the regular session 
of next .tpril. Laws cannot be passed 
or adopted by others than Parliament, 
ond if any material change had taken 
place it would seem that I would 
have been advised at the first oppor- 
tunity.” 

Mr. Fawcett declined to hazard an 
opinion as to the amount of gold that 
had been taken out of the mines, nor 
eould he forecast, with any reasonable 
degree of accuracy, he said, as to the 
probable amount that would be mined 
this coming winter. 

Under the present laws a miner can 
locate a claim 500x600 feet in each dis- 
trict upon the payment of $15 when 
first filing. Three months of continu- 
ous work. and the holder must remain 
on the ground all the time, must be 
performed during the year, when, upon 
the payment of $100, a final certificate 
of ownership will be issued. Before 
filing the holder must swear that he 
as prospectéed the claim and found 
gold. The laws are not severe, and in 
some respects are superior to thoge of 
the United States. Deception of any 
cRaracter practiced on the commis- 
sioner deprives a person of all rights 
end privileges in the district. 

Among the wealthy and lucky men 
to leave the Klondike on the next 
steamer will be H. A. Ferguson of 
Tocema,- Wash... where he was for- 
merly engaged in the real estate busi- 
ness. He wiil take with him about $60,- 
100, and is the owner of some of the 
best mines in the district, and when 
névigation opens up next spring he can 
rely upen his fortune-having been 
made. The most of his properties are 
ready for burning, and everything is in 
reodiness for a big season’s work. He 
and “Big” Alec McDonald contro! the 
cream of some of the most promising 
claims on the gulches. He wil) return 
in the spring and vigorously prosecute 
the work of developments next year. 

One thousand pounds of gold was 
brought down from El Dorado Creek to- 
day on the backs of four cayuses and 
together with about a-ton of other 
gold will he shipped to Seattle and San 
Francisco in a few days. John Erics- 
son, a miner from Monte Cristo. and 
Fred Bruseth, a logger and ranchman 
from near Snohomish, are the owners. 
latter, together with Thomas 
Blake, own claim No. 11, and. under 
their bunk in the cabin on their claim 
is $100,000 more which will come down 
tomorrow or next day. Ericsson owns 
No. 10. Neither of the claims have had 
one-quarter of the ground worked. The 
gold is medium coarse and the gravel 
from off the bed rock is fairly yellow, 
as it is in all other claims near the 
stream. 

On El Dorado, between 30 and 36, (the 
latter is where the largest nugget of 
$583 was found) it is particularly rich, 
and had it net heen for a techincal 
ruling of the government the discovery 
claim would have been in about the 
locality where No. 30 is now situated. 
All along the creek, and pnarticularly 
in this vicinity, gold by the sackful is 
being taken out and shipped down to 
Daweon City. 

A short distance above El Dorado and 
emptying into Bonanza is Skookum 
Gulch, which discovered last 
spring, and out of the prospect holes 
large quantities of gold as large and 
not unlike shelled corn have been taken 
and pronounced the finest specimens of 


yellow metal yet mined. Skoeokum 
Creel: passes through claim No, 2 above 
discovery claim on Bonanza, and is 


on the same side as El Dorado, where 
both gulches come together. The opin- 
ion is generally shared by old: miners 
that Skeokum Gulch will exceed FE) 
Dorado Creek in riches before the ap- 
proaching season is over.

From all indications Hunker Creek 
is proving to be very rich, and will no 
doubt equal if not excel Bonanza. Near 
the discovery claim much prospecting 
has been done and everything is in 
readiness for extensive winter drifting. 
The prospect holes have given up some 
fine muggets, and are fulfilling the 
prophecy made by Inspector Strickland 
of the Canadian police at Seattle last 
July, when he arrived on the Port- 
land and said that Hunker would be 
one of the richest mining camps on the 
Klondike. = 

Below discovery claim on Bear Creek 
some exceilent deposits of gold were 
found on bedrock and the mine-owners 
are making great preparations to burn 
the ground and sluice the dumps early 
in the spring. The indications could 
not be better, but above the discovery 
claim very little extensive prospecting 
or cross-drifting has been performed, 
and it is too early to ascertain the 
outlook. 

Gold Bottom has a promising future 
and every claim for miles around has 
been staked, The gravel from off the 
bedrock shows up well and particularly 
near the original discovery claim. This 
gulch, though not fully prospected, is 
attracting all of the richest mine-own- 
ers.in Dawson City, and many of them 
are endeavoring to acquire interests 
in the claims. Hardly a panful of 
gravel from off the bedrock has heen 
taken out that has not contained from 
slto$. 

Another mine Owner who has at- 
tained success is Emil Stauf. formerly 
a young insurance broker from San 
Francisco, and for a time was em- 
ployed in the store of the Alaska Com- 
mercial Company. Some three or four 
months ago he branched out in the 
mining business with comparative lir- 
tle capital. At present he is interested 
in sixteen paying properties and is fast 
becoming one Of the young and suec- 
cessful mine owners of the district./ It 
is difficult to estimate the value of his 
mines. 

Reports came in today that rich 
ground had been found on Hen- 
derson Creek, a short distance this side

of Stewart River.” Several prospect 
holes have been sunk and fine samples 
Of gold taken out. Several of the Ei 
Dorado kings, the name applied to the 
mine Owners on that creek, are pure 
chasing property on Henderson Creek. 
They seem to have great faith in the 


properties and ft fa quite likely that tha 


claims will be developed quite exten- 
sively this winter. 

As compared with prices in the 
States, provisions are very high, but 
there is no place in North America 
Where a day’s wages can purchase as 
much food-as in the Klondike. This 
condition fr not due tG competition al 
the presence of two rival commercia! 
companies, but is brought about by the 
far-seeing management of the trading 
companies, who are anxious to build 
up and develop the mineral resources 
of this part of the world. Last June 
When the first steamer owned by the 
Alaska Commercial Company arrived 
with a small quantity of supplies, the 
manager, Capt. Hanson, formerly of 
the steamer Dora, plying between Sitka 
and Unalaska, found flour selling for 
$60 a sack and other kinds of food pro- 
portionately a& high. The company 
landed several tons of flour and estab- 
lished and maintained a rate of $6 3s 
sack. The flour could have been sold 
for $40 or $50 a sack just as readily. 
but it seems to be the object of the 
companies to get good prices for theis 
g00ds and to protect the mine°workers, 
The utmost care and vigilance is exer: 
cised to prevent speculators from “get- 
ting a corner” on any particular line of 
supplies and thus forcing up the prices 
There are plenty of men in Dawsor 
City teday whe are anxious and wil- 
ling to pay as high as $15 to $25 a sack 
and take every pound of flour that is 
now in camp or that which will arrive 
during the season. In that event if 
would be a marvel if the price of flows 
did not advance to $1.25 to $2 a pound, 
The managers cf the companies in fur- 
nishing supplies to legitimate miners 
are careful to make diligent inquiries 
as to whether the goods are to be pur- 
chased for speculation or as winters 
Supplies. Neither the supply nor the 
demand regulate the current prices. Arg 
established rate is maintained irre: 
spective of the conditions of the mar. 
ket. For several days I have mingled 
with the miners and have failed to hea 
a single complaint of favoritism excep’ 
by sonve of the moneyed men, who clair 
“that money ought to talk.” and are 
complaining that the companies ars 
neglecting a golden opportunity o 
realizing a fortune. The companies 
seem to entertain different opinions, 
They want the miners to work and de. 
velop the mines, apparently realizing 
that their success means the purchas. 
ing of vast quantities of supplies. T¢ 
get supplies at either of the stores 
is almost as much trouble as it is fo 
a domestic to obtain a@ situation in &@ 
household ein any of the large cities 
where references are required. The 
managers must be convinced to a Cer 
tainty that the’ goods are not being 
bought on speculation, otherwise thg¢ 
sale is refused. 

A season’s outfit costs $459 on an av- 
The wages are $15 a-day ané 
thirty days’ work buys a season's out- 
fit exclusive of clothing. To ascertaig 
what a day’s wages will buy, I visited 
the stores with miners who were pur- 
chasing supplies and secured the fol- 
lowing quotations:

Bacon, five pounds ..... 
Beans, eight pounds ...... 1.0 
Butter, four pounds ..... 
Tea, one pound ....... 1.04 
Roast heel, CWO CAME 1.0

Dried fruit, four pounds ......... 1.0 
Old miners who have lived on the 


Yukon for years inform me that thig 
list of supplies will last a man who is 
working hard anywhere from a week t¢ 
ten days, and in case of an emergency 
probably twice or three times as long. 
The question then arises: “Can the 
goods be had?’ The demand exceedg 
the supply. <At present there are sis 
steamers which are due to arrive before 
the river closes, and there is reasonable 
assurance on every hand of their arri- 
val, in which event there will be 
enough of the staple articles on hand 
to feed 5000 or 6000 people I have con- 


versed with men familiar with the 
country, a number of people in this 
city and at the mines and in the 


gulches, and. believe that at present 
there are about 4500 people in the Klon- 
dike and Indian River districts. It is 
estimated that about 1000 or 1500 more 
will arrive from the ccast over ths 
trail and from down the river via St. 
Michael. Those coming from Dyea and 
Skaguay wiil probably average § six 
months’ provisions each. The managers 
cf the commercial companies do not 
anticipate a famine, but admit the pos- 
sibility of supplies being short next 
spring when the river opens. To ilius- 
trate how littie food is actually re- 
quired when it is necessary to econe- 
nize, it is well to cite that three vears 
ago at Circle City, where 300 or 469 
men wintered, and the steamers were 
prevented from arriving en account of 
early ice, the supplies were divided and 
each man received one and a halt 
sacks of flour, fifteen pounds of bacon 
and other supplies in like proportion.. 
The men lived and worked seven 
months and hut few suffered from 
scurvy.

HOW WILLIAMS CAME BACK. 


AT BIRD'S LAWYER. 


Declared That Meserve Was Paid, 
with Money Stolen from Griffith, 
to Abuse and Vilify Him in 
Court. 


The violent verbal attack made upon 
G. J. Grifith by Attorney E. A. Me- 


serve in the Bird case was much dis- | 


cussed yesterday. Meserve's associates 
in the case said they did not approve 
the language used and they thought 
Meserve went too far in his denuncia- 
tion of the complaining witness. Bue 

Maserve did not have things all his 
own way, even in the courtroom. Asst. 
Dist.-Atty. Williams, who 
the prosecution, took up the gauntlet 
thrown down by Meserve and gave him 
a Roland for his Oliver. Williams read 
from the testimony Meserve’s remark 
that he was “glad of it,” referring to 
the fact that Griffith had been robbed 
by Bird. and said: 

“I believe he is glad now that he was 
robbed, and 1 believe that he has some 
of the proceeds of the robbery.” 

Mr. Pendleton. Weask that that 
Janguage be taken down. He states 
before the jury that he believes that 
Mr. Meserve was glad that he was 
robbed, and that he believes that he 
has some of the proceeds. I would 
like that to be taken down, and we note 
an exception to the remarks of the Dis- 
trict Attorney. 

The Court. As long as counsel. con- 
fines himself to the record when he 
reads ‘I am glad he was robbed,’ it 
may stand, but the latter part of the 
statement as to the proceeds I hope the 
jury will not consider at all. There is 
no evidence to. that effect, and the jury 
will disregard it entirely. 

Mr. Williams: “I read from the 
record where he said he was glad he 
was robbed, and that cannot be 
stricken out from the record, where Mr. 
Meserve said he was glad. That isthe 
record in this case. They cannot strike 
that from the record, because I read it. 

“Now, gentlemen of the jury, do you 
betieve that these gentlemen have de- 


voted all their time in this case for no 


Dr, 


consideration? Do you believe that a 
man who has sat at another man’s ta- 
ble, as he stated that he sat at the 
table of G. J. Griffith, and enjoyed his 
hospitality, and claims to have been 
his friend, arises in a court of justice, 
without any compensation, and with- 
out any motive, and denounces .the 
man whose hospitality he has enjoyed, 
as a thief and a scoundreb and a per- 
jurer? If humanity is so perverted as 
that, if a man who, without a motive 
and without a consideration, should 
come before a court of justice and de- 
nounce the man who is his friend, the 
man whose hospitality he has enjoyed, 
@ man whom he has made an associate 
and friend, a man whom he meets with 
open arms and open heart, that that 
man is connected with a damnable 
scheme for the purpose of sending an 
innocent man to the penitentiary and 
has conspired with others to do it, I 
say I have lost all faith in humanity, 
and all faith in the honorable chivalry 
that should characterize gentlemen 
among men. 

“He has a motive. His motive is in 
his own evidence when he said he was 
glad that Mr. Griffith had been robbed. 

“I do not wish it understood, and do 
not state that Mr. Meserve entered into 
a conspiracy for the purpose of per- 
petrating this forgery. What I meant 
to say was that he had been paid, per- 
haps, and I think beyond a question, 
taking in view the conduct of the gen- 
tleman before you, some money that 
was obtained from Mr. Griffith. 

“What is the defense in this case? I 
tell you the only defense they have is 
that Mr. Griffith is a thief, a scoun- 
drel and a liar. Do you know of any 
other? I am not here to eulogize Mr. 
Griffith, any more than I am any other 
citizen that has been so attacked in a 
court of justice, and especially during 
his absence, when he is by the side of 
a sick wife at this very moment, but 
I challenge them to find one word that 
he ever uttered, or one act that he 
ever performed that was not indicative 
of a gentleman of honor and a man of 
his word. He had been called every- 
thing in the world that the human 
mind could suggest, or the human 
tongue could utter. He has been called 
a thief and a perjurer and a liar. He 
has been called an ass: Gentlemen of 
the jury, if there is anything that has 
been made manifest in thiscase, it is the 
jawbone of an ass. If this case is to be 
decided, and the case of the State is to 
be overthrown, it will not be by the 
evidence in the case, but it will be by 
that weapon which Sampson used 
when he slew the Philistines.”’ 

Williams did not hear Meserve’s re- 


mark, made in an undertone, that 
may be--Griffith was “putting up 
dough”’ for Williams’s able services, 


and therefore Merserve escaped a blast 
that probably would have blown all the 
windows out of the Courthouse. Wil- 
liams was red hot yesterday when he 
read what Meserve said, and the latter 
iried to mollify him by saying that he 
had not used the words quoted. To 
the reporter, however, Meserve made 
no such disclaimer, but said he did not 
remember exactly what he did Say, as 
he was excited at the time and might 
have said more than he really meant. 
The remark was heard distinctly by at 
least two persons, however, and was 
correctly reported,: 

James Copeland, Esq., one of Rird’s 
attorneys, was assaulted Tuesday 
night by @ stranger, who asked if he 
was the man who had “roasted” Grif- 
fith, and then knocked him down with- 
out waiting for a reply. Copeland re- 
fained his feet and struck the ‘Man on 


the head with his cane, and tha 
the incident. nat ended.

MRS, ABBOTT HELPS TO DEFEND 
HER SON FRANK, 


Ludicrous Incidents at the Prelim- 
inary Examination—Deaf and 
and Damb Intergreter Needed. 
Defendant Hela toAnswer—Fam- 
ily Skeleton Afred in Court, 


Frank Abbott was held in $500 bail 
yesterday by Justice Morrison to an- 
swer the charge of assault with a 
deadly weapon, notwithstanding the 
able defense made by Sam G. Austin, 
Msq., and his “associate counsel,” Mrs. 
Merced Abbott, mother of the defend- 
ant. 

Mr. Austin is a young lawyer who 
has for some time been assisting Dep- 
uty District Attorney Chambers in 
prosecuting Police Court cases. In this 
case Austin took up the cudgels for 
the defense, and almost succeeded in 
getting young Abbott out of the 
Clutches of the law., 

The examination was full of. ludi- 
crous incidents. One of the principal 
Witnesses for the defense was a Span- 
ish girl named Maria, who is a niece of 
Mrs. Abbott, and a member of the Ab- 
bott household. Maria was an eye- 
witness of the trouble between Frank 
and George Abbott which resulted in 
the former firing two shots from a 
small pistvl at the latter. Maria’s tes- 
timony was most important, but un- 
fortunately she is tongue-tied and al- 
most stone deaf, so that she had great 
difficulty in responding to the questions 
put to her, even with the aid of so 
efficient an interpreter of the Spanish 
language as Bailiff Appel. 

Owing to her infirmity, Maria-has 
learned to communicate her thoughts 
by sign language, and Mrs. Abbott, by 
long association with the girl,“ has be- 
come very proficient in conversing with 
her by means of motions,of the hands. 
When the girl was on the witness 
stand, Deputy District Attorney Cham 
bers noticed that she watched Mrs. Ab- 
bott intently and never answered a 
question befére Mrs. Abbott signaled 
to her. The Prosecuting Attorney ob- 4 
jocted to this coaching of the witness, 
as he termed it, and asked that Mrs. 
Abbott be requested to leave the room. 
Mr. <Austin objected to this on the 
ground that Mrs. Abbott was his asso- 
ciate counsel in the case, and had a 
right to be present to prompt him, Mr. 
Chambers replied that’ he had no ob- 
jection to “‘associate counsel’ prompt- 
ing counsel-in-chief, but he did object 
to her prompting the witness. 

The court agreed with Mr. Chambers, : 
and was about to request Mrs. Abbott 
to withdraw, when Mr. Austin expos- 
tulated that it was absolutely neces- 
sary for his associate to be present in 
order to get any intelligible answers 
from the witness. He even suggested 
that Mrs. Abbott be substituted far 
the regular interpreter, as he did not 
believe that Bailiff Appel, who was pro. 
ficient in nearly all spoken languages, 
was qualified to interpret intelligently 
ideas conveyed by means of the deaf 
and dumb code of communication. The 
court was willing to trust to the sa- 
gacity of Bailiff Appel to get all the in- 
formation out of the witness that was 
necessary, and decided to exclude “‘as- 
sociate counsel” for the defense from 
the room during the remainder of the 
examination of this particular witness. 
Mr. Austin asked to have the com- 
plaining witness, George Abbott, ex- 
cluded also, as he was intimidating 
witness by scowling at her, but Justice 
Morrison undertook to Keep a watchful 
eye on George, and the examination 
proceeded. 

Maria’s usefulness as a witness was 
gone as soon as her aunt was out of 
sight, as it seemed impossible to make 
her understand any questions put to 
her in either English or Spanish. 
‘Enough was learned from her«and other 
witnesses, however, to show = that 
George Abbott, who is an ex-convict 
and all-around hard character, was the 
aggressor in the row; that he has been 
abusing Frank on all possible occa- 
sions, and that he threw stones at the 
boy, who finally drew his pistol and 
warned the big brother that he would 
shoot if he continued his persecution: 
It was only after the lad got tired of 
dodging stones that he fired two inef- 
fectual shots and put his brother to 
flight. 

The principal of the High School was 
put on the witness-stand to testify to 
the good character of the defendant. 
Witness said that the defendant is a 
High School pupil and always deported 
himself as a studious, well-behaved 
boy. 

After the testimiony was all in, 
Messrs. Chambers and Austin agreed 
to submit the case without argument, 
but Mrs. Abbott was on her feet in 
a moment and started to address the 
court. Justice Morrison looked depre- 
catingly at Austin and inquired whether 
the defense considered it fair to inflict 
argument upon him after an agreement 
not to make any. <Austin seized his 
hat and, making for the door, said so 
far as he was concerned he would leave 
the case in the hands of the court and 
his “associate counsel.”’ The court 


gently but firmly told Mrs: Abbott that 
he felt able to decide the case without 
any further talk. His decision was to 
hold the defendant, but as it anpeared 
to be a pretty strong case of self-de- 
fense he made the bail as low as possi- 
‘ble, $500, which Mrs. Abbott promptly 
furnished. 

Frank Abbctt is his mother’s favorite 
and jealousy is_said to be the cause of 
George's animosity toward the young- 
ster. Some time ago George gave Frank 
a terrible beating and was arrested 
for battery, but Mrs. Abbott had the 
ease dismissed in order to prevent the 
airing of the family skeleton in court: 
Since that time Frank has carried a 
pistol for self-protection, and it is as- 
serted that Mrs. Abbott has arranged 
her affairs so George shall have no in- 
terest in her estate after her death. 
George lives with an Indian woman 
on the Mission road, and is almost con- 
tinually in trouble,

At the regular meeting yesterday of 
the board of directors of the Chamber 
of Commerce Charles Sterns of the firm 
of Charles Sterns & Son appeared be- 
fore the board in reference to the an- 
ticipated raise of freight rates on wine 
between California points. and New 
York City, claiming that in case of this

The Chamber of 
Commerce of Phoenix is believed to 
have undergone the phoenix act itself, 
and from the ashes of the old is ex- 
pected to arise a concern that will ac- 
complish something. The new direc- 
tory last night elected officers as fol- 
lows: Thomas J. Barkley, president; 
Dave Goldberg, vice-president, and C. 
J. Hall, treasurer. The secretary will 
continue his duties till the new ré- 
gime gets under way. President Bark- 
ley says active work will be done during 
the coming year, both in advertising 
and securing enterprises here. Last 


"night $320 was subscribed for advertis- 


ing, and within a week a committee 
will work this field systematically, for 
the avowed purpose of raising $1000 
more, all to be expended in advertising. 
This sum should spread the merits of 
the Salt River Valley far and wide, and 
return a hundred or may be a thousand 
fold, just as good advertising of a good 
article does. 

MINORITY CANAL STOCKHOLD- 

ERS. 

The fight by the minority stockhold- 
ers of the Arizona Canal Company bids 
fair to be resumed, although a coali- 
tion with the Glendale malcontents is 
possible.

PRESCOTT. 


PRESCOTT, Nov. 20.—[Regular Cor-

The 
theme is the erection of a capitol at 
Phoenix, and the neighbor is the Jour- 
nal-Miner. The Capito] Bill, as passed 
by the last Legislature, is one of solid 
unadulterated merit. It benefits the 
present generation, and will not oppress 
the one fifty years hence, long after the 
old lady of the Courier has gone to her 
much-needed rest, that will foot the 
bills. The bill authorizes bonds in the 
sum of $100,000, payable in 50 years, 
the bill to be approved by Congress. 
At present territorial records are scat- 
tered helter-skelter in five offices about 
Phoenix, none of them safe from fire. 
The office rentals would more than pay 
interest on the bonds, and a capitol 
would give a safe.repository and cred- 
itable quarters, befitting a decent ter- 
ritorial overnment. Grounds, the 
handsomest park in Arizona, laid out 
in. drives, lawns, shade trees and 
shrubbery, have been donated uncon- 
ditionally. The basis for a fuss would 
therefore seem very slim. Yet the 
Courier makes one, claiming an offer 
of a lot had been made to the editor, 
and to the neighboring editor too. Now, 
they are fussing over it, as though it 
all made the least difference in the 
world. Affidavits and counter-affida- 
vits, wagers and abuse of each other 
have become the issues, quite as though 
it all amounted to something. The only 
possible avenue for crookedness in the 
Whole capitol issue is the personnel of 
the building commission, and it turns 
out they are all men of undoubted in- 
tegrity. 
« Lewis S. Stevenson, son of the ex- 
Vice-President, has himself been a res- 
ident of Prescott for several months. 
His family have now also arrived, and 
in about amonth his distinguished 
father will likewise make a visit here 
of two or three weeks. The elder Ste- 
venson might, while here, constitute 
himsle’ a commission of one to secure 
the consent of Arizona to the free 
coinage of silver. The cause has been 
losing ground in this Territory and 
needs fixing hereabouts. 

The Sun Dance Mining Company to- 
day closed negotiations for a loan of 
$42,000 and is now prepared to prose- 
cute its work at the head of the Has- 
ayampa on an extensive scale. 


SKY-SCRAPERS. 


Ill-considered Colonization Schemes, 
The Salvation Army. 


Speaking of the scheme of the Salva- 
tion Army to establish the city pau- 
pers on small beet farms, Edward Ber- 
wick, the well-known agricultural 
writer, truly says: 

“TI have -had experience in four differ- 
ent callings—banking, teaching, jour- 
nalism and farming—and I know that 
farming calls for higher qualifications 
and wider knowledge than all-the other 
three combined. Uninitiated city folk 
often regard farm life as a kind of pro- 
longed picnic and the country as a 
place 

‘“*Where omelets grow on trees 
And roasted pigs come crying out:. 
“Oh, eat me, if you please!’’ 

“Brain power, science, industry and 
perseverance will almost realize this 
vision if given time; but these make 
up a first-class man in any depart- 
ment of life, and they are the exact 
elements lacking in the ordinary emo- 
tionalist who beats the big drum in 
Salvation parades. 

“Whatever prior calling this person 
has followed is the natural one for him 
still to follow. If its ranks are full, the 
farmers’ ranks are equally full. If its 
craftsmen are poorly paid, so are the 
farmers. The capital required to start 
him as a farmer would start him more 
efficiently in the business he is used to. 
Before he can succeed anywhere he 
must realize that to work is to pray. It 
is useless his affecting a life of prayer 
unless that be the true prayer of hard 
work. He must prove his faith by his 
work. If he really wants to work at 
farm work, and is willing and compe- 
tent, he can find work that will pay 
better than running a five-acre beet 
patch. But he must be competent, or 
even his five-acre beet patch will be 
an elephant’*on his hands—hateful and 
hated. 

“What\the Salvation Army may do 
with advantage, if they can find willing 
workers, is to take contracts for hoe- 
ing, thinning, topping, etc., of sugar 
beet crops, hop picking, etc. Nimble 
fingers can make a living more easily 
thus than in running five-acre beet 
farms, On which skilled farmers would 
be puzzled to make ends meet. True 
humanity and true charity would re- 
frain from placing discouraged persons 
in situations where further discourage- 
ment is a foregone conclusion.” 


PREPARED FOR THANKSGIVING. 


Christ Had a Number of Turkeys 
and Chickens for Sale. 

J. W. Christ was arrested at 5:30 
o’clock yesterday morning by Officer 
Lemon on the East Side, and locked up 
on a charge of suspicion.

STEEL BARRELS MADE BY ELEC- 
TRICAL MACHINERY.

NEW YORK. Nov. 19.—Although 
barrel making is an old industry, 
it will surprise many manufacturers 
who thought they knew something 
about the process to hear that they 
have hitherto had but a very inade- 
quate idea.of what can be done in it. 
There has appeared on the market a 
steel barrel, so scientifically constructed 
that the old wooden form, formerly 
so much in favor, seems destined to 
sink appreciably in the scale of popu- 
larity, in competition. The points 
sought for in designing the new bar- 
rels were that they must have the 
same form as wooden barrels, centu- 
ries of experience having proved that 
@ proper bilge and a strong chimb are 
indispensable for easy handling. They 
must be thoroughly tight, so as to con- 
tain certain liquids of all kinds, espe- 
Cially oils and spirits, without fear 
of leakage or evaporation. These liquids 
are very difficult to deal with; petro- 
leum, for instance, being much more 
penetrating than water. Another lead- 
ing consideration was that the casks 
had to be strong and durable, without 
being heavier in proportion to their 
contents than wooden barrels; they had 
to be able to stand great internal: pres- 
Sure, from heat expansion and other 
contingencies of transit, as well as the 
rough usage incident to handling and 
transportation. They had to be so made 
as to last a number of years, but yet 
be easy of repair. It was imperative 
that their adoption should not involve 
any outlay on the buildings, plant and 
appliances now existing for handling, 
moving, lifting and storing wooden 
barrels; and, finally, they had to be 
produced and put on the market at 
moderate prices..These are the main 
conditions, the fulfillment of which the 
trade considered necesgary to the suc- 
cess of any new barrel, and it is said 
that they have now been complied 
with. The new barrels are absolutely 
oil, liquid and vapor-tight. In shape 
they are the same’ as the wooden bar- 
rel, with an ample bilge, and chimbs 
formed by fusing together four thick- 
nesses of metal, by which exceptional 
strength is gained. The material em- 
ployed for both barrels and bungs is 
steel. The bodies are made from steel 
sheets. varying in thickness from one- 
sixteenth of an inch upward, accord- 
ing to the size of barrel and streneth 
required. A most interesting feature 
of the manufacturé is that no solder 
is used in the joining. of the metal 
parts, hut their edees are fused to- 
eether electrically, so as to form a solid 
niece of steel. The ‘sheets are cut 
Square and passed through a mill, 


which rolls and bends them into the- 


rough outNne of a barrel. After the 
edges are trimmed the electric weld- 
ing takes place. The current is gen- 
erated bv a dynamo of 750 ampreres 
and 85 volts. It is taken to storage hat- 
teries, so arranged that when welding 
is not going on the chargine continues.

A NEW THERMOMETER. 

A thermometer is hetnge manufar.- 
tured in Vienna by the aid of which 
it will he possible to keep rooms at an 
even temnerature, and, where neces- 
cary, indicates that temnerature at a 
distance. The anparatus which have 
until now served a similar nurpoce 
have heen restricted in their action. be- 
ing annlicaWle to temneraturee rangine 
only between two fixed limits. The 
new instruments will register any de- 
gree of heat or cold. Jt is mode of 
vlass. and consists of a elass tuhé: the 
upper extremity of which fits into a 
lone elass bulb. To this tuhe are an- 
nexed three capillaries, which are fixed 
on to platinum contacts for conner- 
tion with the electric current. The an- 
naratus is about three-fourths filled 
with fluid suitable for thermometric 
nurnoses but a bad conductor of elec- 
tricity. The changes in temneraturs 
cause the movement up or down of 
auicksilver, and the thermometric fluid. 
and the conseauent disnlacement of the 


nlatinum contacts. and an automatic 


interruotion of current. It is 
through a combination of these instru- 
ments, each fixed for a deeree of tem- 
nerature following the other, to in- 
dicate the various degrees of tem- 
nerature in an apartment within .a 
riven time, but the same result is 
ohtained hy usine only one apparatus 
with several contacts. 


ELECTRIC LIGHT AND ELECTION- 
EERING. 

The night of the election of the first 
Mayor of Greater New York brought 
out strong evidence of the dependency 
of modern electioneering on the elec- 
tric light. 
York intended to have projeétéed” its 
bulletins pictorially on the. clouds; but 
there were no clouds. To compensate, 
kites were flown supporting enormous 
pictures of the candidates for office. 
When the successful candidate was 
known the searchlights were aimed at 
the proper’ kite-supported picture, 
bringing it into view for miles around. 
During the evening one paper tried to 
blot out by its plain searchlight the 
victures of a rival paper, made by the 
searchlight projector. The operators of 
the latter retaliated by projecting the 
name of their paper on the wall imme- 
diately below the searchlight of their 
rival, and therefore safely out of 
reach.

One paper had placed on its building 
an enormous bank of changeable let- 
ters. On the bank were fifty-one 
lamps so arranged that by throwing 
on different combinations the various 
letters of the alphabet could be formed’ 
The letters were divided into groups, 
connected to a keyboard. The depres- 
sion of any key of the keyboard trlosed 
its own groups and’ gave the repre- 
sentations in light of tne letter corre- 
sponding to the key. It is said that 
the returns were announced by this 
sign more promptly than by = any 
means heretofore devised, the letters 


being legible at a distance of over half.

ELECTRICAL IMPOSITIONS. 

Electricity has always been prolific 
of fraudulent exponents. No amount of 
publicity seems to entirely banish the 
pretensions of many so-called electro- 
pathic appliances, and every now and 
again the primary battery with won- 
derful possibilities in electric lighting 
crops up in a new form. Thousands of 
shining or sparsely-covered craniums 
are still daily subjected to the stzin- 
gent but futile massage of the electric 
hair brush, and the popular faith in 
the remedial and healing virtues of 
anything ‘‘magnetic”’ is perennial. Of 
late, the operations of schemers in this 
field have taken a new direction. Not 
long ago a rascally fellow made cap- 


ital out of a number of electric-rail- | 


way companies by claiming to have 
been injured by their cars, and carried 
on his nefarious trade with considera- 
ble success, until his unfortunate mis- 
take of claiming damages from two 
distinct companies for having been 
knocked down by two distinct cars, far 
apart from one another, at one and the 
same time, was discovered. A more 
pretarious branch of industry has been 
started in Dublin,. where a young man 
who was, walking near a_ street arc 
light fell to the ground, and lay there 
a long timé, apparently senseless. Sub- 
sequently, after a slow recovery, he 
found his way to the electric-light sta- 
tion. In describing the sequel, the 
city electrical engineer says: ‘““‘We had 
on Saturday evening several break- 
downs in our street mains, but it was 
quite impossible for any One of the 
public to have received a shock in con- 
sequence. In regard to the reputed ac- 
cident, the only element of fact I can 
trace is that a man came to the sta- 
tion during the evening, with his 
clothes muddy, and asked for compen- 
sation, saying he had been Knocked 
down by an electric shock. I could 
find. nothing the matter with him, and 
he finally went to a hospital, where 
the doctors could find no sign of any- 
thing of the sort; and, in fact, attrib- 
uted his fall to a more common source 
on Saturday evenings. So far as we 
can learn, it is simply an attempt to 
make a little money.” | 


FORMALDEHYDE PROCESS. 


State Health Board’s Ruling 
Overland Car Fumigation. 

A recent dispatch from San Fran- 
cisco announced briefly that the State 
Board of Health had decided to have 
the cars on all overland trains coming 
into California fumigated upon arrival 
at destination. Further details of the 
plan were obtained-yesterday from Dr. 
R. W. Hill, a member of the board. 
Another member was named as a com- 
mite to request: the Southern Pacific 
Company to establish such a system of 
fumigation, and Dr. Hill was selected 
to ask the Santa Fé Company to at- 
tend to its incoming overland trains in 
like manner. 
..The germicide adopted by the board 
is formaldehyde gas, the use of which 
has greatly increased. during the past 
few months. There are numerous ways 
of generating this -gas, but most of 
them are modifications of the method 
by which a quantity of wood alcohol is 
confined in a copper vessel placed over 
the flame of a coal-oil lamp. Within 
the vessel is a coil or other device of 
copper so that a proportionately large 
surface of copper is exposed to the 
heated alcohol. Attached to the copper 
vessel is a sort of safety valve, which 
will retain the vavnor within the vessel 
until the pressure is equivalent to three 
atmospheres or about fifty pounds to 
the square inch. Then it is formalde- 
hyde gas instead of merely the vapor cf 
alcohol] that escanes. 

This gas has been tried on the germs 
of practically all the contagious and 
infectious diseases, and its power to 
destroy them has been demonstrated. 
Its effects were watched a few days 
ago at Manhattan Station, south of 
this city, where a carload of fruit was 
fumigated with it. Small, live insects 
were obsetved on the fruit, and they 
were killed by a few minutes’ applica- 
tion of the gas. 

It iS not anticipated that the railway 
companies will manifest any opposition 
to the request of the board. On the 
contrary it is thought they will vie one 
with another in complying with it. 
Each company, desirous of capturing 
the overland passenger business, wil! 
most likely have cards posted in its 
coaches giving notice that “all cars on 

ormaldehyde,” or somet 

that effect. 
_ The new gas will not injure curtains, 
draperies, plush or any other delicate 
fabric. It will cause no damage when 
discharged into a Pullman car. If con- 
fined in a car for about two murs, it 
will permeate all places from which 
contagious or infectious disease germs 
may emerge, provided that the bedding 
and furniture are opened up as well as 
may be. The odor of the gas is not es- 
pecially disagreeable, and quickly 
passes away when the fumigated com- 
partment is opened to the fresh air. As 
far as is known here, California is the 
first. State to adopt sucha sanitarv 
measure, except temporarily, in case of 
The members of the 
board indulge in the hope that the new 
plan will result in a material decrease 
in the spread of consumption and other 
communicable diseases. 


GIFT OF THE SCHOOL CHILDREN. 


Twenty Tons of Good Things to 
Feed the Hungry. 
Nearly thirty express wagons were 
drawn up in the rear of No. 619 South 
Broadway yesterday afternoon. They 
were loaded with paper parcels of 
various sizes and a still greater va- 
riety of conjents. The Thanksgiving 
donation of the school children of Los 
Angeles to the destitute poor was being 
Made ready for distribution. In the 
morning the children carried to the 
schools whatever they could afford to 
give. And there was no little tot so 
poor that it could not bring something 
to.help out the Thanksgiving dinner of 
some child poorer than itself. Almost 
every school ’child in the city carried to 
school yesterday morning a parcel con- 
taining food or clothing. And all these 
paper parcels, little and big, were 
heaped on a long table in the school- 
room, whence they were scooped into 
an exprers wagon and carted off to 
the vacant store on South Broadway 
to be classified and distributed.

GUILTY FEARS. 


ZVIDENCE GATHERING AGAINST 
THE SCHOOL BOARD RING. 


The Suspected Members No Longer 
Dare to Oppose the Inves- 
tigation, 


COOPER REPEATS HIS STORY. 


HE BELIEVED AXTELL TO BP ONLY 
A TOOL. 


MeIneruy Laboriously Establishes a 
Number of Immaterial and Ir- 
relevant Facts—Cooper’s 
Testimony Unshaken. 


The investigation of the attempts to 
levy blackmail upon teachers and em- 
ployés of the Board of Education was 
resumed last evening. The Council 
chamber at the City, Hall was the place 
of meeting. The lobby and the gallery 
were thronged with interested listeners, 
and among them were many prominent 
citizens. The closest attention was paid 
o the proceedings, and the profound 
interest felt by the public in the ex- 
posure of the shameless conspiracy 


The only witness examined was E. E. 


hand and began a cross-examination in 
his own unique and masterly style. 

“You recognize me?” he inquired. 

The witness admitted that he did, 

“You called at my residence one 
evening subsequent to your reappoint- 
ment?” 

The witness did not understand the 
meaning of the word “subsequent.” 
After an explanation, McInerny elic+ 
ited the information that Cooper had 
called on him twice. 

“Give the dates approximately,” de- 
manded MclInerny. 

“What does that mean?”. asked 
Cooper. “I wish you would talk United 
States, for I am no scholar.” 

This was discouraging, for McInerny 
can't talk United States very fluently. 
He finally gave up the effort to fix the 
date of the last visit, and asked Cooper 
e state what took place on that occa- 
sion. 

‘There were four or five empty rooms 
in the school,” said Cooper, “and I 
came to see you about moving into 
them. I told you I was a poor man 
and wanted to save expenses. I asked 
you about moving into the rooms, and 
you got mad right away and said you 
would not allow it. You said it was 
against the bylaws. You also said that 
I was making more salary than you 
was, and that us fellows up in the 
Fourth Ward had better keep a little 
quiet, because we wanted too much. I 
I didn’t say much more.” 

“I seemed awful angry?’ asked Mc- 
Inerny. 

“Yes, you was in quite a fix.” 

“What was your language to me?” 
“TIT told you I was a poor man; that 
I had a family, and the rooms would 
help me out. Your answer was, ‘No, 
it could not be allowed.’ ”’ 

McInerny then became stern. With 
the air of at last having the witness 
just where he wanted him, he _ de- 
manded: 
~“Did I -not say, ‘I-don't-think-you_a- 


Cooper, janitor of the Sentous-street 
school, who paid $65 to retain his posi- 
tion. When the investigation was | 
originally begun last Saturday by. 
Webb and Poor, Cooper was put on the 
stand and told his story, but it was 
obviously the purpose of that examina- 
tion to suppress rather than to bring 
out the facts. Now that the investiga- 
tion is being conducted by the Better 
City Government League, under the 
control of the whole board, it was 
deemed advisable to recall Cooper and 
give him a fair opportunity to tell all 
he knows. 

All of the members were present ex- 
cept Bartlett. Dr. Mathis presided. 

It is apparent that to some members 
of the board the proceedings are fast 
assuming an alarming phase. The 
suavity that usually marks Webb's de- 
meanor has been supplanted by a hag- 
gard anxiety, and he no longer ven- 
tures to interpose any objections to the 
recommendations of the minority mem- 
bers. Adams wears the aspect of a 
suppliant for mercy. 

McInerny indulged in a protracted 
cross-questioning of the witness for the 
purpose of relieving himself from the 
suspicion of beins implicated in the 
blackmailing conspiracy, but he ac- 
complished little save to render him- 
self ridiculous. Poor took no part in 
the proceedings. 

NO MORE CONCEALMENT. 

‘ Director C. C. Davis addressed the 
board as soon as it had been called to 
order. He said: “Before we com- 
mence this examination I want to sub- 
mit a resolution. It is the desire of 
every member, I understand, that the 
investigation shall be full and com- 
plete. It is also the desire of every 
member, I understand, that every per- 
son who can testify to any improper 
acts of members or officials of the 
board shall he invited to testify. We 
know that teachers and employés have 
feared to testify lest their positions 
should be endangered. To the end that 
their evidence may be obtained, I pre- 
sent this resolution:”’ 

“Resolved, that, inthe opinion of the 
hoard, it is the imperative duty of 
every Official, teacher, or other’ em- 
viové of the board, who has know!l- 
edze of any facts tending to show 
misconduct or corruption in the de- 
partment, to aid the investigation now 
in progress by promptly bringing such 
facts to the attention of the board, or 
some member thereof; and that any 
failure so to do will be regarded as 
an act of disloyalty to the board and 
a dereliction of duty on the part of 
euch official, teacher, or other em- 
ployé.”’ 

The resolution was seconded by |. 
Conrey and unanimously adopted. 

COOPER'S STORY. 

E. E. Cooper was then called and 
sworn. He related clearly and un- 
hesitatingly the story of the extortion 
ef $65 from him, by the threat that 
if it were not forthcoming he would 
loge his position. His testimony was 
given with a seeming desire to relate 
the whole truth without reservation or 
comment. It was the story already 
told in his affidavit, and in his previous 
examination. 

Briefly summarized, essential] 
points of his testimony on the direct 
examination were as follows: 

Two or three weeks before the elec- 
tion of teachers and janttors on June 
28, Cooper called on Adams at the 
latter’s house, to ask whether he would 
be reappointed to his position. Adams 
asked, among other questions, what 
salary Cooper was getting. Cooper re- 
wiied $65. Adams asked also whether 
Cooper had seen Davis, the member 
from Cooper's ward, but added there 
was “not much usa in seeing Davis.” | 
Adams sent Cogher to MelInerny. | 
Cooper visited Mefnerny, who said he. 
saw no reason’ why Cooper should not | 
be reappointed, and then asked what. 
salary he was getting. MclInerny then, 
said there were about twenty-five ap- | 
vlications for .the job, and that it was 
not much use for Cooper to see Davis, 
for the appointments were in the 
hands of Adams and himself. Cooper 
reported the conversation to Adams. 
Cooper also went to Davis, who said 
he was satisfied that Cooper deserved 
reappointment, and that he would vote 
for it, though, he said, he had not 
much influence. Adams and Mc- 
Inerny formed a majority of the Com- 
mittee on Janitors. 

A few days afterward Axtell visited 
the Sentous-street school and informed 
Cooper that it would cost him one 
month's salary to hold his job. In a 
second interview, Cooper told Axtell 
that he did not have the entire amount, 
$65. and asked whether he could not 
pray a part then and the balance in 
installments after the school had 
opened in.~thefall. Axtell said that 
the cash must be paid in advance. 

Cooper then borrowed enough to 
make up the required amount and took 

the money to Axtell’s house. Axtell 
said he could not take it himself, and 
directed Cooper to “pay it to Brother 
Pitman.” This Cooper did on the fol- 
lowing day. 

A few days afterward Cooper's wife 
was at Santa Monica and Pitman called 
upon her and handed her $5, which he 
said was “all he could save from the 
wreck.”

Scmewhat daunted by these rebuffs, 
McInerny then took up the subject of 
Cooper's first visit, when he was sent 
to McInerny by Adams in June. The 
witness was obliged to repeat again the 
conversation to which he had already 
testified. In the course of his account 
Cooper stated that at one point in the 
conversation MeInerny smiled. 

“You say ‘and then McInerny smiled’ 
—apparently what caused that smile?” 

This searching inquiry the - witness 
Was unable to answer. He showed an 
equally inexcusable ignorance as tothe 
precise number of feet that separated 
his chair from MclInerny’s on the oc- 
casion of their first interview. It was 
evident that these two points were ma- 
terial to McInerny’s scheme of defense, 
but he was wholly unable to get any 
satisfactory information upon either. 

Cooper's inquisitor then adopted a 
new line of attack. 

“Did I not state that it was not true 
that Adams and I run the appoint- 
ments of janitors and that Davis had 
the appointments in his ward?” 

“You did not.” 

“Did I not staie at that time that I 
would notify Davis to hand me a list 
of the janitors that he desired, or that 
he wished to recommend for his ward?” 

“You did not. If you had I would 
never have paid $65 for my job.” 

This reply seemed conclusive, and 
McInerny appeared to realize that even 
his masterly way of handling the wit- 
ness Was not producing material re- 
sults. He began questioning Davis 
with a view to showing that all mem- 
bers of the board had been duly _ in- 
vited Dy him to nominate the janitors 
their own wards. 

This line of inquiry met with objec- 
tions from the attorneys. Mr. Gibbon 
pointed out that no charge had yet 
been made against McInerny, and that 
the only matter then under investiga- 
tion was the charge against Axtell. 
MeInerny finally subsided with the re- 
mark that he wanted to clear himself 
of the charge of having had anything 
to do with the appointment of janitors 
except in his own ward. 

CROSS-EXAMINATION. 


Frank F. Davis, who represents Ax- 
tell, began the ecross-examination of 
Cooper. His questions indicated an in- 
tention to make it appear that the 
money paid by Cooper was Kept. by 
Pitman and never reached Axtell. The 
witness stated that he never asked Pit- 
man what was done with it, but he was 
satisfied that both Pitman and Axtell 
had throughout acted as his friends. 
The attorney made some sarcastic ref- 
erences to ‘“‘Brother Pitman,” and de- 
voted some time to efforts to lead the 
witness into contradictions. 

Cooper was not confused, however, 
and throughout gave his testimony in 
a straightforward manner. 

Judge Gottschalk, Adams's attorney, 
asked som questions concerning Coop- 
er’s relations with Pitman, who was 
formerly pastor of the church of which 
Cooper is a member. Nothing of im- 
portance was developed. 

This concluded Cooper's examination. 
The investigation will be resumed at 
7:15 o'clock tomorrow evening in the 
Council chamber.

Attorney Copeland had just emerged 
from a cigar store when he was ac- 
costed by a heavy-set man, who hurled 
a volley of oaths at him and inquired: 
“Are you the — — — — who 
abused Griffith at the Bird trial yester- 
day afternoon?” 

The man did not wait for a reply. 
He kicked Copeland in the body several 
times and forced him to the sidewalk. 
The attorney managed to struggle from 
beneath his burly assailant, who was 
beating him and incidentally chewing 
away at one of his thumbs. Securing 
his cane, which he had dropped upon 
the sidewalk. Copeland began beating 
the man over the head, and succeeded 
in driving him off. Attorney Copeland 
then continued to the Courthouse, 
where Asst. Dist.-Atty. Williams was 
making the closing argument in the 
Bird case, and reported the matter to 
his associate attorngys. 

When G. J. Griffith was made aware 
of the incidént hé was not slow to ex- 
press the indignation he evidently felt. 

“Tt hope they will catch that scoun- 
drel and that he will be severely pun- 
ished. I do not ask anyone to fight 
my battles; I am perfectly capable of 
doing that myself. This assault upon 
Mr. Copeland is a dastardly piece of 
work, and even Mr. Copeland himself 
could not regret it more than myself.” 

It is stated by Asst. Dist.-Atty. Wil- 
liams that Bird will be retried upon 
the forgery charge. It was the inten- 
tion of the Distriet Attorney, in the 
event of an acquittal in the case just 
closed, to issue a warrant charging 
Bird with embezzlement, to be served 
upon him immediately after the ver- 
dict had been rendered. 


COMPTON UP FOR TRIAL.

The forgery case in which Charles 
Compton appears as defendant came 
up for trial in Department One yester-

adjournment had arrived only three 
jurors had been accepted, and an ad- 
journment until Friday morning was 
taken. 

Compton is one of the trio charged 
with having obtained $1000 from the 
Columbia Savings Bank upon a fraudu- 
lent deed to a lot at the corner of Oak 
and Washington streets, owned by L. 
H. Green, who resides at Cincinnati. A. 
E. Davis, one of the ng accused by 
the District Attorney, was recently 
tried unon the same charge, but the 
jury failed to agree and a second trial 
will be had. William Ware, the third 
party to the transaction, turned State’s 
evidence several weeks ago, implicating 
Davis and Compton, and admitting 
his own connection with the matter. 

Ware stated that Compton was the 
ringleader. He drew up the deed to 
Green’s land, he said, and planned the 
whole transaction. Davis was induced 
to enter into the scheme, and was to 
represent himself as the purchaser of 
the property, present the deed at the 
Columbia Savings Bank, and negotiate 
a loan of $1000. The undertaking 
proved successful, and the money was 
divided among the three. 

Ware says he saw Compton sign 
Green’s name to the deed. When the 
transaction became public, Ware. said, 
Compton told him to get out of town 
and lay low, and that he would “stick” 
any jury that could be selected. 

Compton's trial will take up much 
more time than that of Davis as, the 
attorneys state, there is much more 
evidence to be produced. » 

Compton is known to the police as a 
sure-thing gambler and a member of 
the bunco gang.
